PEACEFUL. . 
AS APPEARS BY A Sr. PETERSBURG DISPATCH. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, May 7—4 a. m.—A St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegraphs that the Empress of 
Russia announced in the salon of the Czarewitch 
on Suuday that an understanding with England 
was now certain to be reached, and that peace 
was Jassured. Baron Jomini made the same 
announcement on the evening of the same day 
to guests in his own house. It adds great 
weight to the statement to know that the Baron 


is now in reality the Chancellor of the Russian 


Empire, liaving entircly replaced Prince Gorts- 

chakoff since his illness. 
NEGOTIATIONS. 
FAVORABLE PREDICTIONS. 

Lonpon, May 6.—A St. Petersburg corre- 
spondenut has reasou to believe that questions 
of the very highest importance will be practical- 
ly decided in the course of the next week. 
Meanwhile the public aesire for a peaceable so- 
lution is increasing. 

SCHOUVALOFF’S MISSION. 

Loxpox, May 6.—A Vienna correspondent 
says, although it is thought Count Schouvalofl’s 
visit to St. Petersburg is merely for a short 
time, it is believed to be in connection with un- 
portant neg »tiations. Should he succeed 
in bringing about a solution, he 
will be looked upon as having 
qualified himself as successor to Prince Gortsch- 
akoff. It is believed that the Czar will avoid 
appointing Priuce Gortschakoff’s successor as 
long as possibie. 

A Pera correspondent has reason to believe 
that the Turks will raise a series of fresh dit- 
ficuities concerning fortresses, based on inter- 
pretation of the Stefano Treaty. 

- POINTS | BEING CONSIDERED. 

A Vienua correspondent says the main points 
now under negotiation are the limits of Bul- 
garia and proposed modifications iu Asia Minor. 
Euglaud objects to the extension of Bulgaria to 
the 2gean Sea, and Frante warmly supp orts 
ber. Russia proposes to make important con- 
cessious to Austria, but Count Andrassy replied 
that he must defer avy decisions until the meet- 
ing ot the Congress. 


RUSSIA. 
CONCILIATORY BUT EXACTING. 

St. Prrrusnund, May 6.—The Agence Russe 
has an article referring to the statement in the 
St. Petersburg dispatch in the London Timm of 
April 29, that the concessions Russia wouid 
make are the limitation of the boundariés and 
period of occupation of Bulgaria, the substitu- 
tion of European for a Russian Commission, 
and the organization of a European syndicate to 
consider the claims of the bondhoiders as well 
as Russia’s claims for indemnity, and the re- 
trocession of but the small strip of Bessarabia 
inhabited by Russiaus. The Agence. Kusse ob- 
serves that the correspondent somewhat exag- 
gerated them, and, above all, was too specific. 
be Imperial Cabinet,“ it says, has shown 
that it is actuated by a conciliatory disposition, 
provided the object of the war is attained.” 

Count Schouvaloff will probably arrive here 
Sunday. 

SCHOUVALOFF. 

Vienna, May 6.—A St. Petersburg specia 
says Count Schouvaloff comes to St. Peters- 
burg in consequence of bis own request to be 
permitted to report personally respecting the 
pending negotiations.

ENGLAND. 
IN PARBIAMENT. 

Loxdox. May 6.—Purliament reopened to-day 
after the Easter recess. In the House of Con- 
mous, notice was given of various questions re- 
garding the employment of Indian troops. Sir 
Stafford Northcote, Chancellor of the Excheg- 
uer, in reply to a question asked by the —— 
of Hartington, the leader of the Liberals, said: 
can only say the negotiations with Russia 
continuc. It would be highly disadvantageous 
to the public interest to discuss them now.“ 

Sir Stafford Northcote further said the dis- 
patch of Indian troops was resolved upon some 
time ago, and it had not been thought necessary 
to communicate the intentiou to Parliament. 
The Chancellor also said that, although John 
Bright was not in the House, he (the Chan- 
cellor) claimed the right to refer. to Bricht's 
charge that the Government, ana Sir Stafford 
Northcote ip particular, had deceived the House. 
He hoped Bright would make that charge in the 
House. 

SIR WILLIAM VERNON NARCOURT 


queried the right of the Government to employ 


Indian troops without the cousent of Parlia- 
ment. 

Sir Stafford Northcote defended the act as 
constitutional, beiug mereiy a movement of 
troops from one part toanotber part of the 
Empire. The Government,’’ he said, did 
not publish the news, aud did not expect it 
to become public so eoon. The Government’s 
policy still is to obtain an amicable settiement, 
but it may be disappointed. It therefore fe els 
that it is its duty to take precautions. The ex- 
peuses of the Indian troops will be borne by the 
Imperial Exchequer.” He also said be appre- 
hended that they would serve under the ludian 
Military act. 

EVENING DEBATE. 

Lowpon, May 6.—There was a long and des- 
ultory discussion over the dispatch of Indian 
roops in the House of Commons this evening. 
Sir George Campbell, who was formerly Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Bengal, declared that sume

Sir Stafford Northcote ked that the 
House would have full o y of passing 
judgment on the measu ‘the estimate 
for the expenses of, the ex was brought 
forward. A premature * 5 of the Gov- 
ernment’s intentions would gause Increased dif- 
ficulties in regard to the tra@msportation of the 
troops. He adhered to thé statement made 
previous to the recess that the diplomatic situ- 
ation afforded no additional ground for anxiety. 

Mr. Newdegate (Conservative). regretted that 
the estimates were not presented to the House 
before the troops were moved. 

Mr. Rylands (Liberal) comsidered that the 
Government had been guilty of a direct sup- 
pression of the truth. 

Mr. Fawcett (Liberal) declared that if the 
leaders of the Opposition abstained from action 
he would submit a resolution protesting against 
the assumption by the exccutiveof authority to 
employ Indian troops without the consent of 
Parliament. If the Govorument could take 
such a step upon their own authority, Parlia- 
mentary control was meanit

TURKEY, 
CONSPIRACY, 

Lonpon, May 6.—While the general political 
situation is unchanged, and the course of nego- 
tiations between St. Petersburg and London 
eoutinues uneventful, there is no lack 
of important incidents. At Constantinople. 
a correspondent says, amother palace 
revolutiou is threatencd. The conspirators 
for the overthrow of Sultan Abdul Hamid 
and the accession of Murad, er somebody else, 
actually fixed one day last week for the at- 
tempt. The fear of Russian interfcrence caused 
a change of the plans, and the conspirators say 
they must wait until the Russians go. It is 
difficult to say what may be the attitude of the 

tussiaus in cuse of a revolution, but there is 
great danger that the Russian and English 
troops would come into collision in such au 
event. The 

ENGLISH INFLUENCE 
is now believed tu be uppermost in the counsels 
of the Sultan, who, between Layard, the British 
Ambassador, pulling one way and the Russians 
the other, has anything bata pleasant time. 
The majority of the Pashas and all of the late 
Ministers are against the Sultan, and the people 
are sullen and discontented. There have been vio- 
lent speeches against the tax on bread, which is 
now at famine prices. The Pashas are all 
ready to fly at cach other’s throats. Osman 
Pasha, for instance, is cursed ou all sides by 
other Pashas as a fool, and by some as a traitor. 
Without either English or Rassian support, the 
Sultan could not stay on the throne another 
day. Sultan Abdul Hamid succeeded Murad, 
his elder brother, who waé deposed Aug. 81, 
1876. 
MINISTERIAL, CHANGES. 

The same correspondent says: Sadyk Pasha 
is certain not to remam Chet at the Ministry 
long, though it.t d to see what Enelish 
influence would gain by his overthrow, if it is 
true, as all the correspondents at the Turkish 
Capital agree, that the present Cabinet mani- 
their predecessors. Such friendly manifesta- 
tions may be a bid. however. 

THE FORTRESSES. 

Another correspondent says: I have just 
heard the Porte has sent a note to the Powers 
maintaining that it cannot. evacuate Sbumla, 
Varna, and Batoum until the Russians retire, 
and, according to the treaty of San Stefano, 
surrender Adrianople. The Russians, of course, 
maintain the counter proposition, that thev 
cannot withdraw until the Turks evacuate tlic 
fortresses.”’

INTERVIEW. 

LONDON, May 6.—A special from Constanti- 
nople, dated May 5, says: Sadyk Pasha, 
President of the Turkish Council of Ministers, 
and Safvet Pasha, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
had a long interview with Gen. Todleben yes- 
terday. Gen. Todieben to-day visited Buynk- 
dere with his staff, and examined the coast of 
the Bosphorus. 

STILL FIGHTING. 

LonpoN, May 6.—A special from Cons tanti- 
nople says advices from Adrianople and Phil- 
lipoppolis of the 2d iust. report continued fight- 
ing about Haskoi, in which district twenty-one 
Mobammedan villages have been destroyed, the 
Russians laying the blame on the Bulgarians 
and the Bulgarians laying it on the Russlaus. 
There have beeu many arrests, at 
Adrianople among Bulgarians accused 
of complicity in the destruction of 
Turkish villages. The insurgents have not vet 
descended into the plain further west than 
Haskoi, but the Pomaks ‘(Bulgarians who have 
been converted to Islamism) of the Dritahma 
Valley co-operate with the main body of the 
insurgents, furnishing a contingent and holding 
the mountain passes. Tocounteract this move- 
ment, a Russian torce is marching from Sophia. 

RAHOVA CAPTURED. 

In the South the insurgents have taken Ra- 
hovaand other places. Thirty-eight wounded Rus- 
sians have been broucht to Philipoppolis. The 
main body of the insurgents is estimated at 
30,009, exclusive of scattered bands. Informa- 
tiou reaches us that many Greeks have joined, 
and that there is communication be- 
tween the leaders and insurgent bands 
of Thessaly, which seems credible when it is 
remembered that the Greek insurrection was 
anti-Sclav, rather than anti-Turk. There seems 
also reason to expect that a strong Albanian 
couting@ht will join the insurrection. 

THE FORTRESSES. 

Lonpon, May 6.—A dispatch from Constanti- 
nople says the negotiations in regard to Shumla 
and Varna continue, but the Russians do not 
insist at present on the evacuation of Batoum. 

THE WOUNDED. 

Loxpox, May 7—5 a. m. -A Bucharest dis- 
patch reports that 500 insurgeat prisoners an 
sixty wounded Russians have arrived at the 
Danube from south of the Balkans. Some of 
the Russians state that the insurgents have had 
several successes. Twelve hundred Russians 
left Parapan on Saturday and recrossed the 
Danube. Supplies are being hurried south. 


EASTERN NOTES. 
A HUNTING EXCURSION. 

Loxpon, May 6.—As evidence that nothing 
stirring is likely to occur for a few days, a cor- 
respondent at Vienna says that Count Andras- 
sy will ieave to-day for Stijrio on a shooting ex- 
cursion.

TREATING WITH THE INSURGENTS. 

Lonpon, May 6.—A telecram from Athens 
reports that the British Cousuls have induced 
the insurgent leaders in Macedonia to accept the 
same terms as the Thessalians. The volunteers 
will retain their arms and return to Greece on 
board a British man-of-war or by land. The 
native insurgents will retain their arnis and re- 
turn to their homes. 

AUSTRIA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 6.—The Austrian £m- 
bassv denies that Austrian troops are covcen- 
trating on the Bosnia frontier. It is declared 
that Ansiria will not occupy Bosnia without the 
cousent of the Porte. 

OLD SERVIA. 

Bs_eraps, May 6.—The Servians established 
a strong military post at Kustendit, on the 
Mitrovitza and Salonica Railway. Nive thou- 
sand Mouammedan Arnauts, posted on the 
mountains, impede communication with Old 
Servia by the frequent raids they make, and 
commit great atrocities in the Servian villages. 
A force will be immediately scent against them.

GRAND Raprips, May 6.—Au t election fer eight 
Schoot Trustees or members of the City Board 
of Education occurred here to-day. Eight old 
members of the Board hold over. The election 
resulted in tue choice of five Nationals and 
three other candidates of the Citizens’ Caucus. 
It is currentiy reported that the Nationals con- 
template an attack on the High-School and 
higher branches taught in the city schools. 

The new City Government took pussession of 
the ottices to-day, and the new Council! held its 
Urst session this evening. ‘Ibe new city oflicers 
are all Nationals but one, aod the Council 1s 
composed ot six Democrats, five Republicans, 
and five Nationals. Mayor Smith read 
his inaugural message. Its chic 
characteristics were recommendations for 
undoing some of the most valuable legislation 
of the present vear, and serious imaccnuracies iu 
statistics of the citv’s financial condition. The 

new Council appointed ofticers, and accidental- 
ly, and evidently spontaneously, the Democrats 
and Republicans voted together. and the Na- 
tionals didn’t get a show in any direction, to 
the great amusement of an immense crowd of 
spectators. J. L. Moran was re-ciected Chief

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
EXPECTANT.

Wasnincton, D. C., May 6.— When the 
House met this ‘morning the Republicaus evi- 
dently expected that the Democrats would 
make a move in the matter of the Presidential 
investigation. The action of the Democratic 
managers gave color to those suspicious. They 
gathered in little knots about the chamber, and 
apoeared to be eagerly discussing some im- 
The call of States came, aud 
it was soon noticed that the Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike took advantage of their parlia- 
mentary privilege to cali for the reading of all 
bills. The unfounded rumor went about the 
Hall that Representative Page, of California, in- 
tende:! to auticipate the Democrats, and move for 
an investigation. Finally, the call of States beiug 
concluded, it became evident that the Demo- 
crats had abandoned submittiag the question to 
the House to-day, and the formal business 
went on. Tonight 

THERE ARE TWO REPORTS 

as to the intentiou of the Democrats to-morrow. 
One is that Clarkson Potter, who is represented 
as being iu New York to confer with Tilden on 
the subject, will return to-morrow and submit 
a resolution which has been approved. Another 
report is that some Democratic members of the 
Judiciary Committee, either McMahon or 
Springer, will rise to a questiouof privilege with 
a resolution asking for an investigation to as- 
certain whether Bisbec, the Republican sittivg 
member from the Second Florida District, holds 
his seat by fraud. The scheine would give the 
proposition standing in the House as a ques 
tion of privilege that could not be secured under 
the previous plan unless the allegations should 
contain matters looking to the impeachmeut of 
the President or some Federal ollicer. This 
last Florida device avoids many cmbarrassing 
obstacies which every other plan would neces- 
sarily encounter, and will give the House juris- 
diction with power to act on it by a majority 
vote. 


THE TO TAX. 


The Southern Democra 
House this afternoon their proposition to reduce 
the tax on tobacco. Shelby, of Alabama, moved 
to suspend the rules and pass the bill, 
which fixes the taxes on snuff avd 
tobacco at 16 cents per pound, 
on cigars at $5 per thousand, or cigarettes 
weighing less than thfee ponnds per thousand 
at $1.25, and on cigarettes weighing more than 
three vounds per thousand at $5.

There were many mem- 
bers abscut who would undoubtedly bave went 
against the bill, aud with so scanty a margin on 
a tentative vote ft seems scarcely possible that 
the proposition can pass both Houses, 

DISTRICT BILL. 

The only other subject in the House was the 
cousideration of the bill to create a new form of 
District Goveroment. The proposition to con- 
sider this measure was received with entbusi- 
asm by both parties as a welcome means to 
avoid embarrassment relative to the Presiden- 
tial question, which was liable to be sprung at 
any moment. 

The District of Columbia seems destined to 
be the foot-ball ef politicians. On the discus- 
sion of the bill to-day Congressmen insisted 
that it was desirable that the District of Col- 
umbia should furnish the model Government 
of the Kepublic, whereuvon the House im- 
mediately proceeded to approve of measures 
that are pronounced unconstitutional by the 
ablest lawvers in that bodv. The House de- 
clined to permit the President to appoint the 
provosed Commissioners for the District. An 
amendment of Townshend, cf Illinois, that they 
should be elected iu joint Convention of the two 
Houses, was defeated. The Republicans m 
the point that the District Commissioners are 
officers under the Constitution, and that the 
President could not be divested of the right to 
appoint. The debate on this subject was en-

AN OCCURRENCE IN ANDREW JOINSOR’S TIME. 
The Republicans then Wy law declared that 
the Public Printer should not be appointed by 
the President, but should be appointed bv the 
Senate.

It bad been 
argued that the shortest road to specie-fesumption 
was the bestone, and that thatroad was con- 
traction, no matter how rougb it might be. He 
denied such a proposition. The credit of the Gov- 
ernment was an important item, dut it would take 
care of itself if Congress would only see that the 
interest onthe bonds was paid atthe time, and 
with the coin namedin thecontract. The great in- 
terests of the ople was a question of equal im- 
portance, He had never been able to understand 
why it was not better to save the country by com- 
mon-sense than run it by science. He could 
not see why salvation according to experience 
was 80 much less desirable than damnation accord- 
ing to Ricardo. He argued that the policy of con- 
traction planted the seed not of resumption, but of 
the consumption of the vitals of the country, until 
it swept ail our energies and enterprises away. He 
did not believe the Secretary of the Treasury could 
maintain specie resumption without bringing great 
distress upon the country. 

He then referred to the South, and said the Re- 
public's fag was her flag, the Republic’s honor was 
her honor, and when either should be assaiied she 
would not be found wanting in her contribution 
of her brain and blood to repel the assault. Refer- 
ring to Communism, he said that the demoniac 
spirit of Communis«, if tolerated here, would doom 
not only the reward of labor, but would ruin the 
hoerties of our citizens. No such bird of ill- 
omen could flourish on our soil. The people were 
suffering, the country seemed agitated, but be- 
neath it all, controlling it all, was the abiding 
spirit of the American people, elevated, sanctified 
by suffering. endurance, and trial. 
Mr. Sargent, from the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, called up the House bill making appropria- 
tions for the payment of invalid and other pen- 
sions of the United States for the year ending Jane 
30, 1879, and in explanation said that, under the 
legisiation of March 9, any person who served in 
the War of 1812, even though he had been in but 
a single engagement, was entitled to a pension, 
and the widow of any such soldier was also enti- 
tled to a pension. By this legislation nearly a 
million and a half of dollars were added tothe pen- 
sion-roll. Twenty-two thousand two hundred and 
twenty-five new names were placed on the roll since 
the beginuing of the present üscal year. The to- 
tal amount appropriated by the bill as it came from 
It exceeded the 
amount appropriated yb my bill last year to the 
extent of 838.587. he Senate Committee on 
Appropriations had added an appropriation of 
$33. 000 additional for fees to examining surgeons 
in order to enable the Commissioner to secure the 
services of physicians of standing. 
Referring to the second section of the bill as it 
came from the House, which provides that from 
and after July 1, 1878. the office of Pension Agent 
shall be filled by wounded or disabled Union sol- 
diers, Mr. Sargent said, should that bill be adopt- 
ed, it would require a change in the office of Pen- 
sion Agents all over the country on the Ist of July 
next. The Committee on Appropmations, there- 
fore, reported an amendment to strike 
ont the House section and insert in lieu 
thereof as follow: That hereafter, in 
the appointment of Pension Agents, preference 
shall be given to wounded or disabled Union sol- 
diers. He was not disposed to turn out Pension 
Agents who had given bonds and were faithfully 
discharging their duties now. 
The clause in the House bill providing that a fee 
of $1 and no more shall be paid to an examining 
surgeon for each examination of a pensioner, etc., 
was struck out, and an amendment reported by the 
Committee on Appropriations increasing the ap- 
ropriation for examining surgeons’ fees from 
500 000 to $85,000. Agreed to.

THE FALL RIVER STEALS. 

FAL River, Mass., May 6.—The stoppage of 
the mills plundered and bankrupted has made 
the very sensible decrease in the production of 
print cloths of some 15,000 pieces a week. The 
examination of the books of the defunct man- 
ufactories is still going on, but definite reports 
have not yet been made. The bills payable of 
the Sagamore Mill, as far as traced, are $430,000, 
and the amount of uurecorded notes discovered 
so far by the Directors is $90,000. The pay-roll 
of the Border City Mill has been made up to the 
time of the stoppage, and the hands paid. 

Fatt River, May 6.—At a meeting of the 
stockholders of the Border City Milis,a report of 
the financial condition of tne corporation was 
submitted, as follows: Net 
$1,053,682; besides this there are other debts 
due of small amounts. There are outstanding 
other notes of the corporation not appearing on 
the books, which, so far as information has been 
received, amount to $70,000, but it is supposed 
there are other notes of this class which have 
not yet appeared. By the books of the Com- 
pany, it appears it should have on band or on 
deposit cash amounting to $119,293. Inquiry of 
all the banks and bankers where deposits 
have been made has shown on de- 
posit and in the bands of the corporation 
$9,319, showing a cash deficiency of $109,974. The 
asscts of the corporation as they appear on the 
schedule are $1,020,051. From this valuation 
considerable deduction must be made forerrors 
arising from want of information, insolvency of 
debtors, and shrinkage on much of the prop- 
erty if sale of itis made. Iu reference to the 
question of putting the corporation into bank- 
ruptcy. it should be stated that there is due the 
Company from insurance companies in Rhode 
Island about $44,000,which has been attacned by 
trustee process by the creditors in that State, and 
which may be held by those attachments against 
the interest of Massachusetts creditors. The 
stockhoiders subsequently voted to go into 
bankruptcy, and appointed James A. Hathaway 
to Ule a petition for that purpose.

TRIAL OF A FORGER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

GRaND Rapips, Mich., May 6.—The notorious 
E. T. Munnell, alias Harry Schrader, alias 
William Harvey Strader, alias E. T. Schrader, 
alias Egglesbt, and many other names, has 
been on trial in the Superior Court of this city 
for the past two weeks for one of bis 
nine forgeries committed here Dec. 18, 1873. 
It has been one of the most exciting and 
closely-contested criminal cases ever tried in 
this section of the State. The prosecution was 
conducted by Capt. 8. H. Ballard, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, and M. J. Smiley, 
Esq. The defense was conducted by 
Messrs. 8. Clay, E. A. Burlingame, 
O. J. Reeves, and F. G. Holmes. Sixty or 
seventy witnesses, vrally or by deposition, 
testilled in the case, and every subtlety or in- 
genuity known to the law was used. Ihe case 
was submitted to the jury at noon to-day, and 
in two hours a verdixt of guilty was 
rendered. The attorneys for the defense 
are talking of taking the case to the Supreme 
Court oa a writ of error, but that is not certain 
yet, for they have had no money for services 
thus far, and are not likely 
without pay. The case hinged on the 
question of the identity of the 
respondent, aud it was evident the only bope 
was ona disagreement on a reasonable doubt 
ofthe identity. The respondent evidently ex- 
pected a disagreement, and vas gay 
and cheerful throughout the trial. The 
verdict allected him materially, and when 
he got back to jail he broke 
down. If a new trial is not obtained, or a writ 
of error taken, he will be sentenced in a few 
days. The trial called out immense throngs of 
citizens, who fairly tramped on each other to 
obtain admission to the court, and hundreds of 
ladies were present several days.

The Pennsylvania Nationals in Convention 
—Other News.

PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—The delegates to the 
National Convention which meets in this city 
to-morrow bave gathered in force to-night, and 
it is probable that every county in the State 
will be represented. The Greenback and Con- 
scrvative element, led by Frank Hughes, 
of Schuylkill County, F. P. Dewes, Chairman 
of the National Committee, and ex-Congress- 
man Armstrong, are in a decided majority, and 
are arranging the preliminaries to suit them- 
selves. The Communistic and Labor factions 
are highly indignant, and threaten, if they are 


excluded, to bolt and nominate a ticket of their 


own. Three delegates to the Convention were 
appointed several weeks ago, but to-night the 
Greenbackers held a mass-meeting and elected 
a full delegation of forty-six members, who will 
contest the Labor men’s seats. The latter will 
undoubtedly be excluded, as their object 
is to nominate Hendrik B. Wright 
for Governor and adopt a Socialistic platform. 
The probable tickets Will be William H. Arm- 
strong for Governor, Daniel Agnew for Supreme 
Judge, Wesley Chambers for Licutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and Mayor Powerly, of Scranton, for 
Secretary of Internal Affairs. Democrats and 
Republicans are looking with some anxiety 
for the issue of this Convention.’ ‘Not 
for many years has a third’ patty 
attracted so much attention.

CHICAGO AND MINNESOTA RELATIONS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

MANKATO, Minn., April 26.—It may be said 
with truth that no new State has ever made 
more rapid strides towards -wealth and a dura- 
ble prosperity than Minnesota is now making. 
The value and the ywastness of her resources 
are but just beginning to be generally made 
known. The introduction of railroads into this 
State is a comparatively recent thing, and the 
effects are already of a most astonishing char- 
acter. 

One who, like the writer, has had the advan- 
tage of sceing this region in its native wild- 


ness, and before it had been admitted into. 
the great community of American States, can- 


not but be struck with the marvelous change 
which in so brief a period has come over it. 

It is now the finest wheat-growing district 
upon this continent, and wheat is but one of 
the manv products which its soil and climate 
are capable of bringing tothe utmost perfec- 
tion. Quietly, and witnout any “ flourisa of 
trumpets,“ it has been steadily developing its 
amazing resources, and with a success that has 
recently drawn toward it the attention of the 
whole country. The natural consequence is 
an enormous tide of emigration from the older 
and more thickly-populated States inte fresher 
and more fertile fields. By the close of this 
year Minnesota will have within her limits a 
population of nearly one million, while its 
growing crop of wheat, now several inches 
above tne ground, and looking finely, will not 
fall short of 50,000,000 of bushels. 

Between Chicago and Minnesota the most in- 
timate commercial relations must always exist. 
The railroads: are binding it to us with links of 
steel. Some of our sagacious citizens have long 
seen what Minnesota was to be, and by their 
energy and enterprise they have coutributed to 
bring about the result.

These are the solid 
reasons which have brought them here, and 
which will retain them as permanent eitigens of 
this State. 

It will not belong before the runners and 
agents for Chicago houses will be as thick in 
this region as the late grasshoppers were: and 
oh! how they will vex the hearts of these simple 
inhabitants; but they will never leave them 
until they have sold them many goods. 

Prosperity in Minnesota meaus prosperity in 
Chicagogand it will surely come. It is not the 
city which gives life to the country, but the coun- 
trv alone which creates the wonderful activity of 
city life! In proportion, therefore, as the 
country thrives, will the business of the city be! 

The Northwestern must push on and extend 
its road without delay. By so doing it will 
greatly promote the welfare of Chicago, and 
will bring down ‘a blessing upon 
its own bead.“ —that is, if it be pos- 
sible; for a blessing ever to descend 
upon the head of any corporation. 
A short extension of the ine from Garv, or 
from Lake Kampeska (to which point the track 
is already laid), will connect the Northwestern 
with the Northern Pacific at Bismarck. Au- 
other extension of not much greater length 
would give it the comn and of nearly the entire 
trade of the Black Hills. Even the construction 
vf a short line tothe James or Dakota River, 
which could be aone iu a brief time and at lit- 
tie expense, would secure for the Northwestern 
and Chicago a large portion of the commerce of 
the Hills.

SCOUTING FOR INDIANS. 


What a Detachment of Cavalry Have Had to 
Endure While Searching for Redskins—Dif- 
ficulties in Fording Narrow Streams in the 
Month of March—Beavers at Work—Dis- 
appearance of Game. 

Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Camp ON BELL Fourcne: River, Wy. Ter., 
April 13.—A long trip through this country in 
the month of April is anything but an excur- 
sion of pleasure. An expedition set out from 
Fort McKinney on the 30th ult. for the purpose 
of scouting over the country between the Belle 
Fourche and Little Missouri Rivers. After 
three days’ travel the column separated from 
the wagon-train, proceeding ahead with a pack- 
train, leaving the latter to come on at leisure. 
Five days later the wagons reached a point 
designated on the Belie Fourche, where they 
are now, waiting for the return of the com- 
mand, which will probably rejoin in three days, 
when the entire column will repair to Fort Mc- 
Kinney, there to remain, it is most sincerely to 
be hoped, until spring rains are over aud the 
mountain-rvuads thoroughly dry. 

A body of troops setting out at this time of 
the year, in this country, with wagons, especial- 
ly. hearliy-loaded Government wagons, find 
themselves very much in the condition of the 
three wise men of Gotham, who put to sea ina 
bowl. At one crossing of a stream, which a 
man could almost leap over, we were four and 
one-half hours passing our train of thirteen 
wagons, although only waist-deep in the centre 
to a man wading across. Three or four mules 
were in danger of drowning. The difficulty was 
owing to the nature of the soil on either edge 
of the water, which was a blue clay, very hard 
when dry, but almost like glue when wet. The 
small hoofs of the males would sink to acon- 
siderable depth, and the adhesion was so great 
that they could only with great effort be with- 
drawn. After floundering about for awhile, the 
animals would lie down or endeavor to turn 
back, become entangled, and fall. The wagon- 
master, who has served in;that capacity or as 
teamster for twenty years, said that this inno- 
cent-appearing brook was the worst crossing he 
had ever encountered. 

This camp is six days’ march from Fort McKin- 
ney. All the way the country is similar to that 
in the vicinity of the fort—sterile, barren, and 
presenting an unvarying monotony. 

The last day’s march lay through what may 
appropriately be termed a red region, the coun- 
try being of this hue, particularly the bills, 
which from the base ub become darker, till at 
the summit the rocks resemble blocks of solid 
iron. 

The hills, or elevations, in this section pre- 
sent a very interesting geological feature. They 
rise above the plain toa height of from 300 to 
500 feet, resembling in appearance the Egyptian 
Pyramids, covering, I should judge, about the 
same area at the base; indeed, it re- 
quires no vivid imagination to trace 
them back to human handiwork, to 
remote ages of the past, when the ancestors of 
those who constructed the Peruvian and Mexican 
temples may have occupied this then fertile 
region. More especially would a feeling akin 
to awe arise in the mind when standing on the 
summit of one of these mounds at sunset and 
behold stretching in the distance a long line of 
red-tipped summits, bearing evidence tbat there 
were indeed giants in the land in those days. 

lf, in the fluctuations of fashion, beaver-fur 
becomes popular again, the banks of the Belle 
Fourche will prove of greater value than a goid 
mine. All along the stream are the stumps of 
trees where the little animals have been at 
work. Every few rods their dams are met 
with. The amount of labor they perform 
is wonderful, One of our party told me 
that he once saw as many as 300 of them at 
work at once. After watching them awhile, in 
attempting to approach nearer he stepped on a 
stick, making a slight noise, when presto! as by 
magic, the whole colony disappeared. 

Antelope afford the most abundant game we 
have met, but they are very wild, and poor eut- 
ing when obtained. Although a very pretty 
animal, the antelope is perhaps the most in- 
ferior game of the plains. Its flesn is not com- 
parable to that of the black-tail deer or 
young buffalo; but, as our wild animals are 
disappearing, antelope, buffalo, and all others 
will soon be a thing of the past. It is remark- 
able to see the disappearance of game on the 
approach of settlements. In this country, the 
Black Hills, around the Red Cloud and Spotted 
Tail Agencies, where game was abundant a few 
years ago, it is now rarely or never met with.

It 
és pot such a bill as the Eveners may want, nor is 
grench s bill as the railroads will desire. But it 
bas several! Compromise features, and is not as 
severe upon railroads as these corporations had 
‘yeaton to suppose. The bill provides that no ani- 
male shall be confined in cars for a longer period 
than twenty-four consecutive hours without being 
gupplied with food and water. In the event that 
they are unloaded to be watered and fed, the 
of rest must be at least seven consecutive 
pours. From thie swine are excepted, as the 
concurrent testimony was, that it is easier for 
geine, once being loaded. to be carried the entire 
distance from the West to the seaboard, than to be 
uploaded. ‘They also are easily supplied with 
water and with corn. 
THERE Is AN EXCEPTION 
to this rule as to twenty-four hours for the first 
ran. The provision as to that is, that, for the firet 
ron, in order to reach the regular feeding and reet- 
ing place, the time may be extended to thirty 
pours. This provision was especially inserted in 
order to allow cattle from the West to reach the 
Chicago Stock-Yards. Thirty hours is all that is 


requisite to do this from most points, while twenty- ” 


four hours would not be enough. 

In case the railroati companies supply the ani- 
mals with food. they are permitted to charge such 
rates ax shall not be ‘‘unreasQgable, oppressive, 
or diecriminating."’

VIEWS OF EMERY A. STORRS. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasntxotox, D. C., May 3 —Emery A. Storrs, 
whois here a8 counsel for Mr. Samuel Allerton 
and other shippers of stock who are opposed to 
the bill relative to cruelty to animals, iu the course 
of an interview with Tue Taisune correspondent 
ausiveed in detail the provisions of the bil), and 
stated the objections of the stock men to them. 
The followine is the eubstance of the interview: 

The objections to the bill, with respect to the 

tion of animals,’ said Mr. Storrs. ‘‘are 
very numerous. Tne proposed object of the bill 16. 
to prevent .crueity to animals, chiefly live- 
stock, in the process of transportation. The 
real odject of the bill is to protect the interests 
of certain patente of railroad-cars upon which 
cattlc may be watered and fed in transit. At the 
outect, the vill provides that no cattle shail be con- 
fined in cars for a longer period than twenty-four 
bours, unless the animals shall be supplicd with 
proper feed and water. or uploaded for rest during 
the period of at least seven consecutive hours. It 
is also provided that the live-stock, if properly fed 
and watered, need not be unloaded forrest. By 
asubdsequent provision, which contains the penal 
ties for violation of the statute. it is further pro- 
* mall cases where animais can be prop- 
erly fed and watered, the provisions with respect 
to un/oading shall not apply. These references to 
this bill are sufficient in a general way to indicate 
Us real purpose. 

THE HUMANITY QUESTION 

But is not the purpose of the bill only to pre- 
vent cruelty to animals in trans't’'' 

**So far as the question of humanity to animals 
is concerned, a single observation will disclose the 
fraudulent character of that prétext. It was dem- 
Onstrated bete the Committee, beyond question, 
that under no circumstances should cattie be 
carried, wathont unloading for rest. water. and 
feed, fora longer period than forty-eight hours. 
Yet, in this bill, on these patent cars in which cat- 
tle may be fed and watered, the cattle may be 
loaded at Galveston, Tex., and carried directly 
u York and Boston without being 
unioaded at all. Compared with such treatment of 
Cattle, starvation of live-stock is merciful. It 18 
not from lack of food and water thai cattie suffer, 
but from being confined in crowded cars. A ¢are- 
ful examination cf the bill would strip it of all its 
pretexts to consideration on the score of hu- 


nat special objection can there be to the 
provision which you say is designed to protect the 
palace - car project?’ 

Tue bill, it is discovered, requires that cattle 
shall be unloaded once in twenty-four hours, wneno 
carried in the usual cars; aud a!so requires that, 
when unloaded, the stock shail be kept ac one viace 
for seven consecutive hours.

MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasntweron, D. C., May 4. Mr. Samuel Aller- 
ton, of Chicago, has taken to Chicago the follow- 
ing memorial for signature by the live-etock men: 

% the Hon. the House of Represengatives : 
In addition to the remonstance which has already 
been furnished against the passage of the bill pend- 
ing before Congress, entitled * A bill to prevent 
cruelty to animals in transit, we respectfully pre- 
sent the following statement of facts with refer- 
ence to the shipment and transportation of cattie 
from this point to the Eastern seaboard: 

1. We have been engaged for many years. and 
are still engaged, in the live-stock business. and 
consider ourselves thoroughly acquainted with it, 
Shipments of live-stock from this city and St. 
Louis to New York and Boston amount to the an- 
nual aggregate of about 875. 000. 000. : 

2. As now conducted, the great bulk of sale 
and purchases of live-stock for the Kastern mar- 
kets are made at tue Union Stock- Yards, 

IN TUE CITY OF CHICAGO, 

from which yards shipments are made. The time 
usually taken for the transportation of live-stock 
from Chicago to New York is from four to five 
days. Live- stock thus shipped are. as the business 
is now conducted, if carried over the Pennsy!- 
vania Koud, unloaded at Pittsburg; fed, watered, 
and rested there for from twelve to fourteen 
hours; then reloaded. and run through to New 
York. Shipments made over the Lake Shore or 
Michigan Central Koads are anioaded at Buffalo; 
the stock there fed, watered, and rested for from 
twelve to fourteen bours; then reloaded, and run 
through to New York, 

„„. Underthe old system of conducting the bnei- 
ness, cattle were unloaded between Chicago and 
New York three times, —for example, at Crestline. 
Pittsburg, and Harriebure. over the Pennevivania 
Road; and at Toledo, Buffalo, and Albany, over 
tne New York Central ‘This system, as experi- 
euce demonstrated, worked badly, aud the objec- 
tions to it were numerous: 1. The time between 
New York and Chicago was about seven days, and 
the expense to the producers and shivpers thereby 
increased. Such frequent unloading and load- 
ing of the cattle, a large proportion being steers, 
more or less wild, was injurious. They were in- 
jured by the unloading. 4. Our practical and act- 
ual experience taught us that, unloaded but once, 
and the time between Chicago and New York 
thereby lessened, the stock invariably reached New 
York in 

A VERY MUCH BETTER CONDITION. 
Under the old system, the shrinkage of cattle in 
weight, and the extra expense in feeding, were at 
least $2 per head greater than under the present 
method. The injury to the cattle by’ bruising, 
resulting from frequent unloading, amounted to 
at least $1 per bead more than at present. These 
are actual facts within our actual kuowledge, and 
perfectly well known to every man familiar with 
the business. 

4. Under the old system, cattle were carried 
by car-loads, woich was a strong inducement to 
shippers to overload; but. under the present sys- 
tem. they are carried by weight, and hence there 
is no inducement to overload, 

„. The theory of the so-called Palace stock- 
car, #0 far as it is pretended to be in the interest 
of humanity to animals, rests on no solid founda- 
tion of fact or experience. ‘The feeding and water- 
ing of cattle on the trains during transit is not, and 
cannot be, made practicable. So soon as the 
cattle are filled witn food and water, they will lie 
down. This is their nature, end no law can pre- 
vent it. Usually about fifteen cattle are loaded 
into a car. It i impossible for them to he down 
without rolling over and bruising each other: and 
in this way, more than in any other, are cattle 
seriously injured. These Palace stock-cars have 
been fairly tried, and foand to be 

PRACTICALLY USELESS, 
for this very reason — others. 

6. It ie a fact perfectly well known to every 
pooner and shipper of cattle, that the car should 

e so loaded that, in standing, the stock will lean 
against and sirpport each other while the cars are 
in motion. Upon a partially loaded car, the cattle, 
as every shipper kvows, are seriously bruised and 
injured. The Palace stock-cars would not under- 
take to carry anything short of a full joad. If 
espace is given to enable cattie to lie down, not 
more than eight head could be carried upon a cur, 
and thus, being little more than half a load. would 
doable the expense of carriage. The comfort of 
the stock is best consulted by a full load. The 
cattie are injured when the car is either not fully 
loaded, or when it is overcrowded. The fact is, that 
the humane and practicable car-load is about fit- 
teen head, as we have stated. 

7. On no car, whether the cattle are fed upon 
the care or im yards, shou'd they be carried, without 
unloading for rest. for a longer period than forty- 
eight hours. And the facilities for rest are no 
greater on the Palace stock-car than on the or- 
dinary stock-car. Any metnod of transportation 
which does not provide for unloading live-stocx 
between Chicago and New York, or between St. 
Louis and New York at least once, 

MUST BE A FAILURE, 
and involves of necessity the grussest inhumanity 
to the stock. 8 

„S8. Weare perfectly well sattsfled, from actual 
experience, that feeding and watering cattle upon 
the cars are entirely unsatisfactory. Cattle should 
be rested while they are being ted and watered; 
and this is, of course, impossible if they are fied 
and watered upon the trains. 

**9. The leading marset-day in the City of New 
York is Monday. Io reach this market, the pro- 
ducer isin time if his cattle reacn Chicago any 
time during the ween before Thursday. Under tue 
system proposed in the bill now wending vefore 
Congress, Cattle mast leave Chicago on Monday in 
order to reach New York the following Monday, 
untese they are shipped on the s/’atuce stock-ca:s: 
for these cars, upon which cattie are fed and 
watered; are not required to unload at all. This 
policy leaves the producer practically at the mercy 
of the proprietors of these cers. If required to 
unload vace every twenty-four hours, the ordinary 
stock-car, leaving Chicago ou Tuesday, would not 
reach New York until the following Tuesday, -—tvo 
late forthe market. The prodacer must, there- 
fore, ship by the Palace stock-car, paying whatever 
rates they may see fil to exact,

10. The methods by which cattle are fed and 
watered upon the train are patented, and hence 
competition in cars of that character is cut oi! A 
monopoly of this vast carrying trade is, therefore, 
at once created, shouid the proposed bill become 
a law, more grinding and Oppressive than any 
which the public have yet endured, 

11. We think that we are engaged in an entirely 
Jegitimate and bonvorabie business, so extensive 
and important in its character tha: it ought not ww 
be hampered or obstructed by legislation. The 
pretense that the oil) now pending secures, or 
tends to secure, hümaue treatment of live-stock, 
is manifestiy false in view of toe fact, which we 
have pointed out, that, upon the favored cars, cat- 
tle may be carried any length of time froin Texas 
to Boston without unloading and witnout reat. 

**Uur interest, even if the question was placed 
upon no higher ground than that our live-stock 
should reach the market in good condition and un- 
injured, is a rufficient guarantee tuat the stock 
will be well treated. We ciaimto have, as good 
citizens, irrespective of all considerations of per- 
sonal interest, as strong a desire to treat dum» 
brutes humanely and kindly as those who make 
even louder protestations of humauily than we 
make.

Effort to Enjoin the Payment of 
Walker's Extras. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Crim- 
inal Business, Etc. 


Early yesterday morning a bill was filed in the 
Circuit Court by Spencer 8. Kimball against the 
Board of County Commissioners, H. C. Senne, 
Chairman; the City of Chicago; E. F. C. Kiokke, 
County Clerk; 8. H. McCrea, County Treasurer; 
William McNeil, and W. B. McNeil, to prevent 
the payment of this $28, 000, 

The complainant states that in the spring of 
1876 the Board of County Commissioners adver- 
tised for proposals for furnishing cut-stone and 
other materials for the new Court-House. The 
bids, when received. were referred to the Joint 
Committee on Public Building and Public Service, 
who reported that Cook County limestone should 
be ueed in the cut-stove work. 
for the whole work was Patrick Fanning, whose 
bid was $535, 000, and the next lowest McNeil & 
Son, who bid $540,000. The Committee reported 
that Fanning's quarries at Lemont could not fur- 
nish stone of the necessary dimensions, and 
awarded the contract to McNeil & Son, who, they 
said, were the only men able to furuish the proper- 
sized stone. The quarry from which McNeil 
& Son promised to get their stone was the property 
of Edwin Walker. but the latter gave a mortgage 
Or lease to tue county forthe fulfillment of the 
contract. This report of the Joint Committee was 
approved, and the contract awarded tothe McNeils. 

Attached to the contract were plans and specif- 
cations according to which the work was to be 
dene. In the specifications. no dimensions of 
stone were given, but in the drawings a red line 
was drawn horizontally along the courses of stone 
with the words *‘joints allowed, indicating that 
the bidders might make the entire depth 
of a course with one thick stone. or 
two or more thin stones. making a joint at 
the red line. By the adoptiou of the report, 
however. complainant claims the Board yoted that 
the stone should be thick ones, and that each 
courte should be of entire stones from top to bot- 
tom, the words joints ailowed,”’ and the red 
une being of no force oreffect. ‘Ibat the contract 
with McNelt & Son was entered into with that 
view. and the latter were bound to furnish thick 
stone. Walker's quarry is the only one in the 
county where such thick stone can oe procured, 
and it cannot furnieh thin stone, as woula be re- 
quired if joints were made, and the only way Me- 
Neil & Son could use such quarry and keep their 
contract was by usingthick stone. But even if 
McNeil & Son could bave used thin stone, that use 
wae optional with them, aud they could not be en- 
titled to extra compensation for furnishing only 
thick stone. 

The contract also provided that any disagreement 
between the contractors and the county euthori- 
ties should be decided by the architect who drew 
the plans. 2 N 

dome time last enmmer McNeil & Son, having 
furnished and set the stone for the basement and 
vart of the first-story of the Court-Honse, present- 
ed a vill for extras, by reason of having used the 
thick stone. Architect Egan refused toaliow the 
claim, and it was presented to the County Board 
and referred to the Joint Committee, the con- 
tractors claiming they had furnished thicker stone 
and done better work than the contract required. 
Ata meeting of the County Board, heid April 29 
last, a paper was read purporting to be sigued by 
O. L. Wheelock and llenry Farst, claiming to de 
a report of a committee appointed vy the Board 
to decide on the differences between 
Egan and the McNeils. This report finds that, 
though McNeil! & Soa might legally only be enti- 
tied to recover for the extra number of cubic feet 
of stone actually used. yet equitably and in view 
of the additional value of the thick stone work, 
ite greater elegance, solidity, and permanence, the 
contractors were entitled to a further remupera- 
tion, as follows:

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Complainant charges that there were not 10, 536 
cubic feet of extra stone work furnishea; that no 
extra stone nor any large, thiek asblar over and 
above the contract wus furnished, and that the 
contractors nave neither any legal nor equitable 
claim for extras. That, moreover, Wheelock and 
Furst not being members of the Board, the Board 
had no power or authority to submit the contro- 
versy to them, nor to act on their report or make 
any award in consonsnce therewith. When this 
report was presented to the Loard, Jonn Conly, 
one of the Commissioners, attempted to have the 
rules suspended and the award oraered paic. but 
be was unéuccessful, the report being referred to 
the Joint Committee. Complainant fears that the 
ring in the Board will attempt to push this steal 
throngh, and he. therefore. asks for an injunction 
to prevent the Board from taking any further sicps 
in the matter.

Busi- 
ness blocks In Lafayette aud Greencastle, Ind., 
erected six years or more since, as weil as private 
residences in Louisville, Ky., all of Bedford stone, 
did not appear to bave euffered much discoloration. 
lf any chanze is noticeabie, itis in their having a 
deeper gray color, and of this reason they may 
ciffer more wiaely from the old Chicago resi- 
dences of Lemont stone than wheu both were 
new. In Lafayette we s0ugnt out a buiiding 
stated to be constructed of Bedford and Lemont 
stone, The coutrastin color of the two stones 
was strikiug, the lower part being ‘‘bush haw- 
mered. and accumulated dirt and atmospheric 
a purities, but showed no disimtegration, whereas 
the upper part, -which is of the Lemont stone, did 
Show disintegration. We were afterwards reliably 
informed that none of the stone was from Bed 
lord. but that the black colored stone had been 
selected elzewhere With a View of securing tae 
effect of contrus’ in color withthe Lemont stone. 
At Louisvilic, the buildings of Bedford stone 
situated in the business partof that city seem to 
have acquired a darker color than those in its resi- 
dence quarters. ‘The United States Custom- House 
haus been exposed since its erection in 1850 to 
the induence of the smoke aad soot of a soft 
coal-cousuming city, and has changed most 
01 all, presenting an extremely dur K 
color similar to that of parts of 
many Lemont stone buildings in Chicago that have 
been subjected Lo repeated showers of soot during 
periods of a moist atmosphere. A minute exami- 
pation of this old stone building showed that tie 
fine ornamenta! work which adorns itis apparently 
as perfectand clear cut as M was twenty-eight 
years ago, the durability of the stone being clearly 
manifested by the condition of this fine carving, 
and also by tue appearance of the portico colunns 
which, standing out eigut feet clear from the walls, 
have been very much exposed to the atmosphere 
without showing tue least sign of lamination or 
disintegration. Wherever we have examined flue 
mark inthis stone we have found it durable aud 
jas * * 

We here insert the opinion of Prof. E. T. Cox, 
Esq.) the State Geologist of Indiana, whose repu- 
tation gives weigul to his statement: 

To the Chairman and Members af ha Citizens’ Com- 
miitee The Bedford, Ind, stone, now being quarricd 
by the Chicago & Ledford Stone Company, is practicai- 
ly unitmitedin quantity. Its gevlogical positivu may 
be stated as belonging to the suve-carbonaceous forma- 
tion, and is almost a pure carvouate of lime. It lies in 
ledges from tweive to tweuty feet thick. snd may be 
quarried la blocks of any required dimensions. fi is 
durable. as may be showa by an examipative of the 
many buildings which have been built of it. It is homo- 
gepeuts in structure. The cotoris graylsh-whiite and 
uniform in the ledge selected for the Chiesgo City Hall. 
Uf itself it does not discoior, aid is not Mure subject to 
Giscoloratiuon from stmospheric impurities than any 
other stone. Yours truly, K. 1. Cox, 
State Geologist of Indiana. 

Having thus briefly recounted the main features 
which formed the subject of our investigation, we 
will, in as short a space as possible. give the Ex- 
ecutive Committee our conclusions. They are, 
that in quantiiy. quality, and the facilities for de- 
livery in Chicago, the Bedford stone is all that can 
be desired for the purpose now intended, —the 
erection of the City-Hall,—and that no reasonabie 
objection can be made to it on account of ite color, 
either present or prospective, as we are convinced 
that the lapse of time and esposeure to the atmo- 
spheric intiuences which surround us will bring it 
and the Lemont stone nearer together in appear- 
ance than they now are.

THE FAMINE IN CHINA, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

New Haven, Conn., May 4.—The accounts 
from the famine-stricken districts in Northeru 
China represent the mortality as increasing and 
extending, so that no human aid can reach the 
sufferers in many of them. The latest dates 
from Shansi are to Feb. 10, and not only haa the 
inhabitants there to suffer waut, but tae winter 
had been unusually severe. This appalling 
calamity is attaining greater dimensions than 
uny oue previously known in modern times, for 
the area included and the number of people in- 
volved; and it has been coming on throughout 
the southern parts of the province of Shansi 
during the past three years. All tuis time the 
rainfall has been less and less, and last year up 
to September ceased. What fell after that 
could ot course ripen nothing. It is beyond the 
power of the Chivese Goverament to reach and 
rescuc their subjects from death to anything 
like the extent of the demand upon their re- 
sources, but they have already done even more 
thau was expected of them, considering their 
poverty and the peculation of their officials. 
Two millions of dollars probably underesti- 
mates their outlay up to Feb. 1. 

‘There is every reason for helping these starv- 
ing pecple, and there is a stronger call to 
stretch out a helping hand just now in order to 
tide tuem over toe dearth till the next crop cau 
be vut,—about the middle of June. Over thou- 
sands of square miles no seed was sown last 
lull, because there was none in hand to sow; 
and these regions will not produce anything till 
August, except kitchen vegetables, 

{i send you an abridged account of the state 
of things two months ago, taken from a letter 
ol the Rey. T. Kichard, an Eugiish’ missionary 
living in Tai-yuen, the Provincial Capital, m 
which he reports what be saw in a fortuicht's 
trip to the southeru districts. 

Jan. 30.—Saw two dead, one dressed in good 
clothes, who could not have been a poor man 
Just vevond, I saw one walking like a drunken 
mau, aud, as I was getting out some money to 
give him. à puff of wind blew him over into the 
Show. 

Jau. 31.—To-day saw fourteen dead along 
the roudside; due corpse Was so light that a 
muldle-sued dog dragged it about. One body 
Was covered with snow, a proof that no dogs or 
wolves bad been near [or three days. I was much 
aifected by what an old mau said, while we were 
clinbing a lullside together, out of the anguish 
of his beart: * Our mules and donkeys are al! 
eaten up, and our laborers are all dead. how its 
it that Heaven lets us poor people die like 
this“ in the twilight, saw two wolves looking 
out for the dead. 

Feb. 1.--Traveled half the day. Met two 
brothers from 15 to 1S years old, cach of them 
Walking slowly like a man of 80, leaning on his 
stall; and another youth was carrying his 
mother, who was at her last gasp. 
heads in cages; their owners had been thus pun- 
ished for robbiug, and these were bung up to 
deter others 

“Feb. 2.—Saw twelve dead, all stripped of 
their clothes; in one spot three lay together, 
apparently a father, son, and graudsun. For 
miles on both sides of the road the trees were 
stripped of their bark to a height of five, ten, or 
twenty feet; it 1s ground tive and mixed with 
husks and baked into cakes. Passed several 
houses with their doors aud windows open; the 

ars and other utensils were inside, nothing bad 
een touched, for it could not be turned into 
money or bread; all tue inmates were gone 
away or dead. 

* To-dav passed a distance of ten miles where 
the villagers nad considerable straw, indicating 
that they had a crop of grain, but, in answer to 
wy inquiries, they told me that the grain pruim-

Feb. 10.—Tuis day was the worst ot all. I 
saw abundant proofs of men eating clay or 
stone, and bought three stone cakes. Th 
is the same as our soft-stone pencils. It is re- 
duced to dust and mixed with millet husks, in 
different proportions, and then baked. It does 
not look bad, but tastes like what it is.—dust. 
Also saw two men grinding sometbing very 
dark, and ascertained that they were making a 
flour out of millet husks and cotton wadding 
Ihe people are pulling down their houses for 
fuel, as they have no money to buy coal. The 
d seem to-day to number more than on any 
previous day, for there were twenty-nine in 
eightcen miles along the road, and the circum- 
stances were more frightiul. In one valley the 
road branched into two, and my servant took 
ouc while 1 took the other,—one each side of 
the stream. On his road, the servant saw a 
woman lying in a ditch after being robbed of all 
she had, and still moving, though uncouscious 
of any one passing by. Further ou we saw a 
man’s head cut clean from his body,—a cruel 
murderer’s deed. We saw also among the dead 
sume wounded heads, but uot dune by the wolves, 
dogs, or birds. The dogs barked and howled at 
us when we drove them olf from the dead. 
Many of the corpses seen when we were going 
had disappeared, but their places were more 
than supplied by others. 

To these details of what I saw, I give vou a 
briefer account of what I have beard. Some 
men coming from Sz'chuen Province, on their 
way to Peking, said that along the whole way 
they saw dead bodies here and there. Snow vad 
fallen in Hovan Province a foot deep, and about 
eight inches ju Shansi, to the west and porth- 
west, and nove further north in that Province. 
In all that region west of tlus, the cold bad 
been unusual. The soft stone is sold at from 
two to five mills a pound, aud bark from five to 
seven mills a pound, for food. The roots of 
sweet flags are dug, but they cause the face to 
swell. Graipis three or four times the usual 
price, anid turuips and cabbave five or six times. 
Flour is seven. eight. aud ume mills per ounce. 

In every city 1 passed through, the report 
Was that twenty, thirty, or forty were dying 
daily. At Ping-yang two great pits had been 
filled, and two carts were daily employed in 
carting the dead. Oue iukeeper told us that 
oue of his customers reported having counted 
270 dead on the road in three days’ journey. 
Whole families, old and young, dic in their 
houses, and lie there unburied. In one district 
a third of the population are dead, and the peo- 
ple maintain that iv many towns fully one-half 
have perished; they know villages where for- 
merly dwelt 300 or 400, aud even 500 people, of 
whom not more than a hundred now remain. 

Grain is sent to every district in Pu-chau, a 
department iu the southwest of this province, 
by carts or mules overland for a distance of 
over 700 miles, pot to speak of what comes from 
Manchuria, more than a thousand miles. 1 
hear that 10 cents a month for each person 18 
the lowest allowance given by the officials, and 
the highest is 30 cents; when grain itself is 
doled out, two or three ounces a day is the quan- 
tity. Ip the suburbs of this city, Tai-yuen, 
there are three large soup-kitchens, 
where 20,000 are helped. In remote dis- 
tricts men eat each other; there is no 
doubt about it. No ope ventures to go 
alone to the pits for coal, for they will be strip- 
ped aud their beasts seized for food. The peo 
ple ot one hamiet dare not visit each other. 
such is their dread of being robbed on tbe way, 
whole families lie unburied in their own homes. 
Much is being done by many of the native offi- 
cials, who ure truly earnest in their efforts, and 
thoroughly honest iu the administration of 
affairs. I am on the best footing. with the 
higher authorities, and meet them frequently 
iu consultation. I find it necessary to prosecute 
my own system independently, however, for my 
experience in Shantung last year enables me to 
judge and carry out à better course than they 
can. I can assure the contributors to the Relief 
Fund that their charity shall be most earnestly 
adiministered.’’ 

These extracts will surely suffice to show that 
the peed is great; and, though the people of 
this region which Mr. Richard visited may be 
beyond our help, those who are living ou the 
lowiands nearer Peking can still be relieved. 
A moneys sent to Messrs. Olyphant & Co., No. 
14 Wall street, New York, will be sent by tele- 
graph, free of charge, to Shanghai, and in 
twenty davs the grain can be on its way from 
Tientsin to teed the destitute in the Province 
of Chihli or Suautuug.

Otherthings being equal, we should 
say that a brief inquiry as toa candidate's 
acquaintance with the rules of composition 
and arithmetic would be a better indication 
of his qualification for a place under Govern- 
ment than a number of certificates of his 
activity in ward meetings and at the polls. 
In one case the inquiry might be: Can you 
spell correctly, write a legible hand, compute 
interest, work out asum in simple propor- 
tion, apply chemical tests,—do, in short, 
what you are hired and paid to do? In the 
other case the endeavor would be to find 
whether the candidate had been useful to the 
member of Congress who recommended him, 
whether he bad controlled votes. stood at 
the polls all day,” or done effective service 
to the Ring. Senator Cameron ought to pre- 
fer the first kind of efficiency to the second.

JEFF DAVIS AND THE LOST CAUSE. 
Jurrenson Davis, the ex-Confederate 
Chief, bas broken his long silence in a letter 
written by him and read at the laying of the 
corner-stone of a Confederate monument at 
Macon, Ga., a few days ago. We printed 
the letter yesterday in full, and no one who 
has read it can fail to perceive the malignant 
hatred of our Government, and the deter- 
mined hostility to the Union, which still 
characterizes this arch-traitor, even at this 
long distance from the collapse of the Rebell - 
jon, and at this time when strenuous efforts 
have been and still are made to reconcile the 
two sections, so that the whole country may 
have the blessings of permanent peace and 
amity which it so much needs. It is still 
more discouraging to note that this rancor- 
ous expression of malice against the North 
was applauded to the echo, and was indorsed 
by leading Southern newspapers as one of 
the grandest letters ever penned by human 
hand.” 

Let us look at some of the statements of 
this ‘‘grandest letter,” and see what its sen- 
timents are that have caused so much South- 
érn panegyric. 

The letter opens with a declaration that 
the monument is to commemorate the 
sacrifices of those who died in the defense of 
our inherited and inalienable rights.” This 
is the key-note of the epistle,—the motive 
upon which he builds up his apotheosis of 
the Lost Cause. What are those inherited 
and inalienable rights”? The ‘“‘ inherited 
right ” was human slavery. The South never 
inherited any other legacy that was not be- 
queathed to the whole country. Human 
bondage was banded down to them by their 
fathers, and they intended to hand it down 
to their children. What were their inher- 
ited" rights? The right to own men and 
women, to breed them, to buy and sell them, 
to chastise, torture, and hunt them with 
bloodhounds when they sought their liberty 
in the direetion of the North Star, to force 
them back into their chattel condition when 
they had reached free soil, to take from them 
the earnings of their toil, to use them to 
gratify their lusts and. do their work, with 
no privilege except that of living,—this 
was one of the “inalienable ” rights, and the 
ether was to secede from the Union 
and break up the Government at 
pleasure. If, therefore, this monn- 
ment is erected to commemorate the “ inher- 
ited and inalienable rights” of the South, 
it is erected to commemorate the right of 
Slavery and Secession. Upon such a monu- 
ment there should be chiseled in bold 
relief the emblems of these rights,—the 
chain, the lash, the hound, the bludgeon, 
and the auction-block,—and let it be sur- 
mounted by a woman in fetters, or a man 
with a bloodhound at his throat, so that it 
may tell the story without mistake; and let 
the inscription declare that it was to save 
these that the South ” attempted to destroy 
the American Republic founded by Wasn- 
INGTON, FRANKLIN, Jerrerson, Apams, HeEn- 
ny, and other patriots. 

Truth,“ says Jerr Davis, “is not to be 
measured by success.” To what truth does 
he refer?

But the mad act was passed, and out the 
South rushed. Mr. Stzraens followed his 
State,” and was made Vice-President of the 
Slaveholders’ Confederacy. On the 2ist of 
March, 1861, he delivered, in Savannah, his 
famous *‘ corner-stone speech in explana- 
tion and vindication of the Confederate Con- 
stitution, from which we make this extract : 


The new Constitution has put at rest forever all 
the avitating questions relating to our pecuilar in- 
stitation—African Slavery as it exists among us, 
the proper status the negro in our form of civil 
ization. This was the immediate cause of the late 
rupture and present revolution. JEFFERSON, in 


bis forecast, had anticipated this rock upon 


which the old Union would split.“ He was right. 
The prevailing ideas entertained by him, and 
most of the leading statesmen atthe time of the 
formation of the oid Constitu.jon. were that the 
enslavement of the African was in violation af the 


laws of nature; that it was wrong in principle. 


socially. morally, and politically. Our 

new Government is founded upon exactly the oppo- 

site idea; ite foundations are laid, us corner 
stone rests upon the great truth thatthe negro is 

not the equal of the white man inrights, That 

Slavery--suvordination to the superior race is his 

natural and normal condition. This. our new 

Government, is the first in the long history of the 

world based npon this great physical and moral 

truth. This stone [Slaveryl, whick was rejected by 

the frat builders, is become the chief stone of 
the corner in oar new editice.”’ 

These extracts from two speeches of the 
Vice-President of the Confederacy—one be- 
fore Secession and one after it—settle the 
question as to what cause or provocation 
the South had for Secession and Rebellion, 
and what the principles and objects were 
that underlaid the Confederacy, and in mem- 
ory of which the monument is built. 

„% The Confederate soldier, says JErreR- 
son Davis, counted all else as dust in the 
balance when weighed with honor and duty. 
„ They knew they were right.“ Was it 
their duty to secede aud rebel against the 
Government? Was it honorable to fight 
against freedom in behalf of Slavery? 
The great mass of the rank and file of the 
Confederate armies were negroless men. 
They never owned aslave andscarcely huped 
to, and had no interest whatever in Slavery. 
What duty had these poor devils to per- 
form for the maintenance of Slavery? What 
interest had they in continuing a system of 
human bondage that degraded labor and de- 
graded them? Two hundred thousand of 
those non-slaveholders fill the un- 
marked graves” of which Jergerson Davis 
speaks, fighting for what he calls honor 
and duty, — the honor of rebelling against 
a Government whose foundations were 
laid by WaSsmNO rox, JEFFERSON, ADAms, and 
FRaNKLIN,—the honor of disruptinga Re- 
public whose corner-stone is Liberty, to 
found a Confederacy upon the corner-stone 
of human bondage,—the ‘‘ duty to maintain 
a system in which they had no interest, in 
which they never could have an interest, and 


the continuance of which only sunk them 


deeper and deeper in degradation, igno- 
rance, and poverty. 

As the letter draws to its close the pro- 
slavery malipnity of the writer grows bolder 
and more intense. Let posterity learn of 
this monument you commemorate men who 
died in a defensive war.” A defensive war! 
Who strnck the first blow? Who fired the 
first shot? Who demanded that ANpERsoN 
should deliver up his trust at Sumter? Who 
fired upon the Massachusetts troops in Balti- 
more hastening to the defense of the Na- 
tional Capital? Who plotted for Secession 
in 1856, and who passed articles of Secession 
while yet a Democratic President was in 
the White House and a Democratic majority 
in both branches of Congress? Who rent 
the Charleston Convention asunder, and scat- 
tered it to defeat the election of Doveias and 
promote the election of ‘Lincotn, so that 
they could carry out their long-laid plans of 
Secession and thejerection of a slaveholding 
oligarchy ? Who ‘‘ fired the Southern heart” 
and plotted and organized the establishment 
of a slavebolding empire on American soil ? 
Not even the sublime audacity or the cun- 
ning sophistry of Jerrerson Davis can make 
the War for the preservation of the Union a 
war of aggression against the South. The 
war was declared by the South against the 
North, and the North took the field to defend 
the Government of the whole country, and to 
maintain the perpetuity of the Republic. 
In that struggle the South was re- 
stored to the Union aud the bro- 
ken circle was made whole again. Had 
it not been, even then the Southern 
Confederacy could have never survived. By 
its own central principle of the right of Se- 
cession it would have split into sixteen sep- 
arate petty oligarchies, jangling and warring 
against each other, the end of which would 
have been chaos. The last sentence of this 
letter is the wicked wish of a bafiled 
traitor: ‘‘Is it unreasonable to hope that 
mature reflection aud a closer study of the 
political history of the Union may yet re- 


store the rights prostrated by the passions 


developed in our long and bloody war?” No 
rights“ were prostrated but those of Slav- 
ery and Secession. They can never be re- 
stored except at the cost of a longer and 
bloodier war than the War of the Rebellion.. 
When the North has no more men to fight 
and no more money to spend, this expecta- 
tion of Jerrerson Davis may be realized. 
Meanwhile his letter can have but one effect 
upon men who are true to their Government, 
—to cause them to regret the mistaken 
leniency of that Government in dealing with 
the boss traitor. 


HOW CAN TILDEN SUPPLANT HAYES? 

We are not prepared to put much faith in 
the statement that wise counsels were likely 
to prevail upon the Democratic politicians 
not to reopen the Presidential controversy. 
Democratic politicians are not in the habit 
of listening to wise counsels. Hence it is 
not surprising to learn that the Democrats 
on the House Judiciary Committee, with the 
aid of Ben Butter, propose to spring the 
question upon the House without notification 
to the Republican members, and acquire 
authority to proceed with an er- parte investi- 
gation of the alleged Florida frauds. It may 
be that the Democrats will include Louisiana 
of their own motion, and certainly the Re- 
publicans ought to demand that any investi- 
gation pointing to the validity o Hares’ 
election shall include Mississippi, Alabama, 
Louisiana, and Oregon as well as Florida.

If the Demo- 
crats refuse to extend the investigation so as 
to embrace all these States, then their pur- 
pose of smirching the Republicans and in- 
validating Mr. Hayes’ title will miscarry, for 
they cannot command the respect of the 
country. If they consent to go fully into the 
merits of the case, then they will enter uponl 
an investigation likely to consume severa 
months or years, sure to entail an enormous

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| expense, and more apt to result in disgrace 


to the Democrats than in detriment 
Republicans. . 

There seems to be a general misappreben- 
sion as to what may be accomplished by such 
an investigation as it is proposed to hold. If 
there shall be simply an investigation, then 
the only result will be to spread upon the 
records the reports of a majority and a mi- 
nority of the Committee, which will be de- 
bated in Congress, and leave the public to 
judge of the relative merits of the two oppo- 
site conclusions, with a special refer- 
ence to the next Presidential election. 
The Democrats, and particularly the 
Tub faction, undoubtedly look to a 
demonstration of Republican frauds in the 
last election to assist them in electing their 
President in 1880; indeed, they are so intent 
upon the effort to secure this demonstration 
as to indicate that they are doubtful of suc- 
cess without it. Mr. Tripen’s friends be- 
lieve that, if the American people can be 
convinced he was swindled out of the elec- 
tion in 1876, it will be an easy matter to 
secure a second nomination for him, and 
that they can then elect him because he had 
previously been defrauded of his rights. 
But such a demonstration will be beset with 
more difficulties than they ‘suppose. No 
ez-parte investigation can ever attain it, and 
a full investigation may have a very differ- 
ent result from what they expect. Florida 
rascality, if there has been any, would be 
offset by the attempted theft of the Oregon 
vote under the direction of Torx agents. 
The action of the Louisiana Returning 
Board would be fully justified not merely 
by the law under which they acted, but by 
the events of the campaign, which would 
revéal a full warrant for their decision. This 
would leave the Democratic frauds of Missis- 
sippi and Alabama, and probably of South 
Carolina and North Carolina, standing against 
the Democrats, and counting against them in 
the next Presidential struggle.

The 
general term of election includes the count- 
ing of the votes and declaration of the result.

glances. The votes were counted as directed 


by Congress and in conformance with the 
constitutional provisions. Mr. Hayzs 
was declared President and Mr. WagRL- 
ER Vice-President for the constitu- 
tional term of four years. This part of the 
election cannot now be undone; the Con- 
gress cannot now declare that Messrs. Hayrzs 
and WHEELER were not elected, nor can any 
other power in the nation. In order to 


reach the Presidential office before the ex- 


piration of the present term, the Democrats 
must achieve the removal of both Hayes and 
WHEELER, and this can only be done by im- 
peachment and trial. The President, Vice- 
President, and all civil officers of the United 
States shall be removed from office on im- 
peachment for, and conviction of, treason, 
bribery, and other high crimes and mis- 
demeanors,” is the language of the Constitu- 
The United States Senate has the sole 
power of trial, and no person shall be con- 
victed without the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the menbers present.” In order to get 
rid of both Mr. Harzs and Mr. Wuee er, it 
will be necessary for the House of Repre- 
sentatives to impeach both, and to convince 
two-thirds of the Senate that both conspired 
to obtain their respective offices by fraud. 
It will not be enough at this late day to show 
that there was fraud, but also that these 
gentlemen were parties to it, or at least 
had guilty cognizance of it. 

But suppose the Democrats can succeed in 
doing all this (which everybody will admit 
to be exceedingly doubtful), Mr. Trrpx will 
then be as far from the Presidential chair as 


be is now. Both offices of President aud 


Vice-President being vacant, the law re- 
quires that the President of the Senate shall 
act as President for the time being, or, if no 
presiding officer has been elected by the Sen- 
ate, then this duty devolves upon the 
Speaker of the House. It becomes the duty 
of the Secretary of State to notify the Gov- 
ernors of all the States that the two offices 
are vacant, and that the States must ap- 
point Electors within the thirty-four days 
pregeding the first Wednesday in December 
next succeeding, unless there shall be an in- 
terim of less than two months between the 
notification and the first Wednesday in Do- 
cember. In every case, however, there 
must be a general Presidential elec- 
tion except when the vacancy has less 
than one year to run. This will 
be the necessary result of any removal 
of both President and Vice-President. It is 
folly to talk of the House electing the Presi- 
dent, as if there had been no election; there 
was an election, the votes were counted, 
and Hayes was declared elected by Congress. 
There is no authority or lawful process for 
now declaring, in the face of that fact, that 
there was no election; the House, therefore, 
would have no more authority for electing a 
President to succeed Hayes than any other 
body of men would have who might volun- 
tarily band together for that unlawful pur- 
pose. Those people who presume that Hares 
can be removed or TrupeEN installed by mere 
Congressional investigation do not know 
what they are talking about; and, if the 
Democrats of the country properly under- 
stood how large a contract the Democratic 
Congressional majority will take on its hands 
if it shall endeavor to substitute TIILDEN for 
Hayes now, the proposed investigation would 
be the most unpopular movement the Demo- 
cratic party could inaugurate. 


THE MINNEAPOLIS DISASTER. 
The careful student of history need not be 


reminded that nearly every one of what are 
commonly denominated ‘‘ the great discov- 
eries of science ” owed much more to acci- 
dent than to auy wise forethought or scien- 
tific inquiry on the part of the investigators. 
All school-boys know full well that Sir Isaac 
NewrTon is traditionally credited with first 
having the theory of the law of gravitation 
suggested to him by seeing an apple fall to the 
ground, and the boiling of a tea-kettle was to 
the inventive mind of Warr the premonitory 
hint of what the world now sees of the won- 
derful possibilities of steam. A thousand 
instances might be cited where the patient 
chemist has made the most astounding dis- 
coveries in the realm of occult nature, while 
quietly pursuing his investigations in the 


secrecy of his laboratory,—discoveries that 


were purely accidental, and as remote from 
the real purpose of his analysis as anything 
could well be. The process of utilizing rub- 
ber under the Gooprear patents, which is 
now employed in the production of thou- 
sands of different articles in domestic use, 
was found out by what is popularly called 
luck.“ and the effect produced was entirely 
contrary to that anticipated by the experi- 
weuter. As in the domain of science, so in 


the field of inveption,—miuch of the labor- 


saving machinery that now blesses mankind 
and lifts the drudgery of manual toil from 


the over-burdened shoulders of men and 


women, is the resalt of an idea caught up 
incidentally by something quite foreign at 
first from the direct object in view. It 
would be easy enoug ij to fill a column with 
the recital of the facts going to prove the 
truth of what we are saying; but the bare 
assertion that it is so will be sufficient to 
suggest numerous similar instances to the 
mind of the intelligent reader. So, too, 
such a frightful accident as that which fell 
upon the City of Minneapolis last week, re- 
sulting in an immense destruction of prep- 
erty and a terrible loss of life, cught to, snd 
no doubt will, suggest to some ecientific 
mind the cause of the disaster, and, that 
being ascertained, the means of preventing a 
recurrence of the same will be readily pro- 
vided. . 

When the catastrophe was first announced, 
and its origin looked after, it was thought that 
a steam-boiler had exploded ; but the boiler 
was found to have been innocent of such 
unparalleled havoc. The destruction was 
quite beyond the capabilities of steam, and 
it was suggested that a car-load of nitro- 
zlycerme had exploded near the big mill 
and caused the destruction. But this theory 
proved to be false, also. The real cause 
must be sought for elsewhere, Everybody 
said at first that flouring-mills never blow 
up; but, as is generally the case, everybody 
was mistaken. Everybody possesses the 
rare faculty of forgetting everything that 
happens, even toso commona thing as the 
state of the weather. Certain persons do 
remember that flouring-mills have occasion. 
ally indulged in an explosion similar to the 
one just witnessed at Minneapolis. A few 
years agoa mill in Milwaukee “ bursted” 
in the same way, and went out like the 
flame of a well-snuffed candle. Experienced 
millers scratched their heads, and wondered 
what was the matter. More recently some 
of the best mills in France and Germany 
have suddenly collapsed in the same manner. 
Indeed, it seems that only the best mills are 
liable to throw a double summersaylt back- 
wards and go out of sight in a chariot of fire, 
like Elan of old. But the scientific men 
in Europe have been looking earnestly after 
the cause, and trying to suggest a preventa- 
tive. When they are certain in regard to the 
former, they will easily find the latter. 
Both are no doubt within easy reach of 
scientific inquiry, though they may come 
upon us by reflex action. Investigators have 
found that grain ground to an impalpable 
powder generates a highly inflammable and 
explosive gas under certain conditions, and 
to some such cause the terrible disaster at 
Minneapolis is traceable, as is now supposed. 
But that is mere conjecture. That supp si- 
tion, however, would be greatly strengthened 
if we knew that the big Wasusvurn mill in 
Which the explosion took place was badly 
ventilated, and that at the time of the de- 
plorable casualty the windows and 
doors were all tightly closed, leav- 
ing the immense building like a huge 
balloon filled with an inflammable gas 
that the light of a candle or the spark 
from a cogwheel might explode. If this be 
the true theory, then the chemist has, in a 
solid form before him, the material for his 
investigations, and a broad hint towards the 
solution of the difficult and important 
problem. The grime, smut, dust, and other 
foreign materials that find their way into 
the flouring-mills will form the base of his 
experiments, and, by tracing their combina- 
tions according to the chemical law of defi- 
nite and multiple proportions, he may be 
able to discover the cause of a disaster that 
ruined $1,000,000 worth of valuable, prop- 
erty in almost the twinkling of an eye, and 
as suddenly ended the earthly career of 
eighteen industrious citizens. But it may be 
found that another powerful agent suddenly 
entered the arena at the critical moment 
and played a prominent part in this horrible 
tragedy. It is possible that electricity is to 
be charged with a conspicuous share in this 
conspiracy of Nature’s mightiest elements 
which ended ina frightful saturnalia of do- 
struction, devastation, and death. 


THE LEGALITY OF THE CITY SCRIP. 

The war upon the city credit so long pros- 
ecuted by the Chicago Tunes has now 
varied so far as to become personal denun- 
ciation of Judge Wiiutams, who delivered 
the recent opinion of the Circuit Judges. 
The decision was eqnally the judgment of 
Judge McAuutster, KRoGers, and Bourg, and 
substantially affirms the judgment and opin- 
jon reudered by Jadgo McActutster two 
years ago. Moreover the Court but repeats 
the law as stated by Judge Dutton, of the 
United States Court, as explained and quali- 
fied by the Supreme Court of this State in 
the Springfield case. 

The facts of the case are few and plain. It 
is conceded that the City Government can- 
not lawfully, under the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, issue any bond, promissory 
note, or other evidence of debt, so long as 
the existing debt of the city is in excess of 
the constitutional limitation. That point, 
therefore, is no longer in the question. The 
Government of the city is charged with the 
administration of the laws, the preservation 
of peace and order, the protection of prop- 
erty, the care of prblic health, the support 
of schools, the lighting, repairs, aud clean- 
ing of streets, the maintenance of bridges 
and tunnels, the supply of water, and the 
performance of all the duties pertaining to 
these special requiremouts. This costs 
money, involving the expenditure of large 
sums to pay for services and for materials 
rendered. The city makes by law an annual 
appropriation of money for these purposes, 
and levies a tax upon the taxable property 
within the city to raise the revenue to meet 
these appropriations. All this is conceded 
to be proper and legal. 

When the City Government shall, in the 
forms and terms of law, make the appropria- 
tions for the support of the various branches 
of the city service for the year, and shall 
have levied a tax therefor, the tax-levy from 
that moment becomes a substantial property. 
It is by law a first lien on all the taxable 
property in the city,—afirst lien taking 
priority over all judgments, executions, and 
mortgages; alien that so attaches to the 
property that it can only be relieved by pay- 
ment. It is a cose in action, which may be 
assigned as legally as any other form of 
property not reduced to possession. A 
promissory note ora bond may be assigned 
without recourse, and alien on property, a 
right to collect and receive a fixed sum for 
taxes, may be assigned by the holder as read- 
ily and as legally as any other right, claim, 
or demand for payment either of a fixed 
sum or even of aciaim for damages. The 
City of Chicago, the taxes for 1878 not yet 
being due or collectable, has offered in pay- 
ment of services and materials furaished an 
order on the City Treasury assigning to the 
holder a certain sum of its claim on the 
proceeds of particular part of the tax-levy.

sion. The appropriations and the tax-levy 


being legal, the tax-levy—the legal claim aud 
demand by the city forthe sum stated from 
the property enumerated—is legally one of 
the assets of the city as much so as any 
other property it can claim. If the tax-levy 
of the city is not adebt owing by the city, 
but is a legal right, claim, demand, and lien 
against the property enumerated for the 
sums specific and aggregate named in the 
levy, what rule is there in law or equity 
which restrains or prohibits the city from 
assigning, for a proper consideration, a por- 
tion or the whole of that right, claim, de- 
mand, or lien and the assignee accapting 
the same without any recourse upon the 
assignor ? 

Municipal taxes are ievied on prop- 
erty, and not against individuals; taxes 
attach to the property, whether there be a 


kncwn owner or not. The assignment by the 


city of its claim for such taxes to a man not 
owning any property would have the same 
force in law as if the assignment was made 
to an owner of taxed property. 

Now, what is the city scrip? It simply re- 
cites that certain appropriations have been 
made, and a levy of taxes to produce reve- 
nue to meet those appropriations has also 
been made; that these taxes will be legally 
payable after Jan. 1, 1879; and that for a 
valuable consideration $100 of the taxes 
levied for paying the expenses of the Fire 
Department is assigned to A B, payable on 
presentation at the City Treasury out of the 
revenue for that Department when collected. 
The assignee takes this assignment of rev- 
enue, and thenceforward looks exclusively to 
the City Treasurer for payment of that or- 
der, or to the Collector of Taxes for a credit 
for that sum in payment of taxes. Is that 
creating a debt by the city any more than 
the assignment of the 5,000 claims against 
the savings banks, payable out of the assets 
of those banks, would be the creation of as 
many debts by the present holders of those 
claims ? 

But it is claimed that the legal difficulty 
begins before the issue of the scrip. That it 
is not legal to assign the revenue of the 
Fire Department to pay for the services of a 
fireman rendered before the assignment was 
executed, because the city had no power 
to become indebted in any manner for any 
purpose,” and therefore the sum due to the 
fireman was a debt illegally incurred, and an 
assignment of the revenue in satisfaction of 
an illegal indebtedness is of necessity void. 


Unfortunately for this proposition it is too 


comprehensive. It proves too much, If the 
City Treasury were full of money, the same 
question would arise. At the end of each 
month the city would be indebted to the 
fireman just the same, and the debt be just 
as illegal, and payment in money would be 
as much the payment of an illegal 
debt as if the payment were made 
by an assignment of revenue. At the end 
of every day, the city has become indebt- 
ed” to its laborers for that day’s work. This 
indebtedness is as illegal as if it were for a 
month's labor. The labor having been per- 
formed, the debt is complete. How can the 
leyality of this indebtedness be affected, 
whether it is paid by money or by an order 
on the next taxes? In both cases pywnent is 
accepted. If the legality of the payment is 
affected by the fact that the service is ren. 
dered and a debt create defore payment, 
then the illegality of the debt is 
as absolute and the payment is as 
illegal, whether the creditor is paid 
in greenbacks or with a Treasury order. 
The constitutional prohibition reads, No 
city shall be allowed to become indebted in 
any manner or for any purpose.” Literally, 
this prohibits indebtedness for a day, as well 
as for a week, a month, or a year. The Con- 
stitution does not add any exception such as 
unless there be money in the Treasury. 
It is, as is claimed. a peremptory and absolute 
prohibition of becoming indebted in any 
manner or for any purpose.” To comply with 
this requirement literally will demand that 
the city shall pay all its officers every Monday 
morning in adeunce for their services; ° sliall 
pay for its coal, its lumber, and its horse 
feed in advance; and, to avoid ‘* becoming 
indebted,” shall pay its half-yearly interest 
in advance; and yet, even if payment in 
advance were required, there is nothing in 
the Constitution, or statutes, or the general 
law, toprohibit or render illegal the payment 
in advance in orders on the Treasury assign- 
ing without recourse the right, claim, and 
property of the city in the tax-levy.

The 
Duke maintains that the failure of the treaty 
wus not due to a difference of opinion in re- 
gard to the Papal States, but to the unex- 
pected eurly successes of Germany in the 
field. It was with victory still more than 
with France,” he says, that Italy and Aus- 
tria desired an alliance.” ‘This is no doubt 
true, but is not the whole truth. The quar- 
rel was one which Italy and Austria would 
be compelled to see to a successful issue 
after they had entered upon it. They were 
not in a condition to bear the consequences 
of defeat. They were only protecting them- 
selves, therefore, by waiting until the first 
battles of the war had been fought. They 
naturally desired au alliance with victory, 
as we suppose every Government does when 
it makes an alliance ; but, beyond this, they 
were under no greater obligations to France 
than France was to them. 

The charge of Prince Napotzon which 
the Duke de Gramonr takes particular pains 
to controvert is that the clerical influence 
was iustrumental iu breaking up the alli- 
ance. This is no doubt strictly within the 
facts. It would have been very strange if 
the clerical influence had not been thrown 
against the alliance, since one important 
condition of it was the evacuation of Papal 
territory by the French. The clerical party 
saw that this meant eventually the occupa- 
tion of Rome by Victron Emmanuen. Wheth- 
er it shonld take place at the breaking-out 
of war, or at the conclusion of peace, was 
immaterial to them. Sooner or later it was 
bound to come because it was the price of 
the assistance of Italy which France was 
compelled to pay. France might have in- 
sisted for appearance sake on delaying it for 
afew years or months; but she could not 
restore her forces after having withdrawn 
them. The Italy that would be menaced and 
insulted by such an act would no longer be the 
feeble Kingdom that had consented to the 
usurpation of 1864, but Italy free, erect, and 
independent, having resources to defend her 
soil against any foreign invader. This being 
the motive of the clericals in France to break

RAILROADING IN COLORADO. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Canon City, Col., May 3.—The people of South- 
ern Colorado have within the past week or teu days 
learned to entertain the highest possible apprecia- 


tion of the Chicago school—so to speak—of railway 


management. In fact, they deem one graduate 
from such school simply invincible. Of William 
B. Strong they frequently heard when atthe head 
ofthe Michigan Central, and later at the head of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, and his ap- 
pointmentto the control of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe was looked upon as meaning some- 
thing, but just what, was foratime one of those 
things no fellow could find out. None were more 
interested in discovering what that something was 
than the officiala of the Denver & Rio Grande 
Railway, the narrow-gauge running from Denver 
to Garland, with branches at Kl Moro and at Canon 
City, the one to contro) Raton Pass and New 
Mexico, the other to control the Grand Canon 
and the rich mining districts beyond. The only road 
in Southern Colorado, the Rio Grande, with the 
interest on its bonds defaulted and fanded, its em- 

ployes not paid for four or five months, and the 
Company for a year on the ragged edge of Receiver- 
ship, not able itself to extend into New Mexico or 

south to California Gulch, quite naturally disliked 

the mere mention or surmise of the possibility of 
any other road so doing. Up atreeas to the in- 
tentions of the Santa Fe, worried at the frequency 
of General-Manager Strong's visits to the State, 

no soouer did the Rio Grande officials learn that 
Mr. S. was using a cypher for his telegrams to the 

engineers of the Santa Fe in the State than they 
atraightway determined to know what it all meant. 

With the telegraph lines along their road practical- 

ly under control, their operators were likewise, and 
thus it happened that all cypher messages from 
Mr. Strong f his assistants found their way to 

Colorado Springs, the headquerters of the Denver & 
Rio Grande Company. It mattered not that these 
messages were sent by the Western Union Com- 
pany inthe regular way of business; they were 
taken in all the same, and, with the aid of experts 
and many nights’ hard work, enough of their con- 
tonts were deciphered to disclose the intention of 
the Santa Fe Company to occupy Raton Pass, and 
extend into New Mexico. Not only this, but it 
was learned that the Santa Fe was negotiating with 
the Canon City & San Juan Company to build a 
line up through the Grand Canon to Leadville, the 
main town in the rewarkabiy rich mineral district 
known as California Guich. 

Thus originated the race of the two Companies 
to Raton Pass and, so soon subsequently, the race 
to Grand Canon, Finding that the Denver & Kio 
Grande knew of the programme decided upon at 
Katon Pass, Mr. Strong became the commander as 
it were of a legion at the very crisis of the 
battle. With the sagacity and understand- 
ing of men 80 essential to a General, 
he knew in an instant the proper placement of his 
staff. Chief- Engineer Ooinson received his 
orders, and a mad ride of a night over roads most 
dangerous landed him long beford day at Trinidad, 
and when the Denver & Rio Grande proceeded just 
at sun-up to occupy Raton Pass, they found it not 
only occupied in name oy the Santa Fe, but work 
commenced and proceeding with a will. Mr. 
Strong came, and with him Mr. Parker, his private 
secretary. One day Supervising-Engineer Moriey 
— departed northward by the regular train on 
the Rio Grande. Ostensidly he was bound for La 
Junta, the point where the New Mexico extension 
is to leave the main line. That same night, under 
cover and secretly as pos#ibie, a special train left 


Kl Moro loaded with men and tools, —the same 


brought into Trinidad when Raton Pass was to 
be captured, and was not. Both Mr. Strong 
and Mr. Robinson were in Trinidad with 
no possidle means of getting out until 
the regular train left the next gay. 
ro telegraph Morley would be useless, for if in 
cypher it would not be delivered until understood 
by the Rio Grande folks, and if in plain English it 
would not be delivered until the emergency had 
been passed. But Morley bad had his orders cov- 
ering possible contingencies, and he was not the 
man to be caught asleep. Keeping shady at 
Pueblo, suspicion of there being something in the 
wind were speedily verified, and he was on a horse 
dashing toward Canon “ie before the special from 
El Moro came in sight. He had a forty-five-mile 
ride before him up-hil! and down-hill, and the 
uicht was very dark. On he pressed, mindful of 
nothing bat reaching Canon City ahead of the 
train, and reach it he did. Age at Trinidad seat 
Canon City., he found the ple with him, 
and for the second time Chief-Enginecer 
McMartrie, of the Denver & Rio Grande. 
marched his men up the hill to face them about 
to march down again. [he Grand Canon was oc- 
cupied, dirt was flying about, stakes set, and. over 
all, quiet, serene, and placid as if enjoying the 
comtorts of his fireside. presided Moricy. This 
time, however, the Rio Grande did not propose to 
give in as they nad at Raton Pass without a strug- 
le. Both sides went into the occupation busi- 
ness, and the Rio Grande having the only means 
of communication with Pueblo—railway and tele- 
graphic—in their own hands, proposed to make it 
hot forthe Santa Fe. And they did. The wires 
were cat or grounded; commercial messages and 
all business of the Western Union was for the time 
being completely stopped; trains at either end of 
the Canon City branch were delayed to prevent 
mail coming in or going out, and provisions ditto. 
In the meantime Generali Manager Strong and 
Chief-Engineer Kobinson reached Pueblo, and a 
steady stream of waguns almost instantly there- 
after bevan passing out of Pueblo, headed toward 
Canon City. Filied with men, tools, and supplies, 
hours after Canon City resembled a point [orti- 
fied for a long siege. Between fonr and 
five hundred men, tents, and the like 
were thus transported by wagon the forty 
odd miles, and so thoroughly and effectually 
was it managed that the Santa Fe had 
almost two meu to the Denver & Rio Grande's one, 
aud the latte:’s sent in by trains. With 800 to 1, 000 
men in the canon, the situation was for a time 
alurming, as the majority of the Rio Grande men 
were armed, while none of the Sante Fe force had 
aught but pick orshovel. A day or two passed 
withouttrouble arising, when, wearied with the 
tameness of things, numbers of the .Rio Grande 
men were sent to the summit of the canon walls, 
from whence they rolled down rocks that caused a 
lively scampering on the part of the men at work 
in the bed of the canon. As the walls run from 
1,000 to 2,000 feet in highi.—many places 


sheer perpendicular, —and the middle of the canon 


hardly fifty teet, it was decidediy unhealthy to re- 
main below. Havingrigidly confined himself to 
the law ju every instance Mr. Strong thought it 
about time the law should stepin and protect his 
men, hence the application for and issuance of the 
writ of injunction restraining the Denver & Rio 
Grande from further operations in the canon. To 
checkmate this move, the Rio Grande lawyers ap- 
peared before the District Court at Pueolo, 
and there secured a counter-writ of injunc- 
tion against the Canon City & San 
Juan Company. in reality but another 
name for the Santa Fe. Immediately the Santa Fe 

resented a demurrer to such order, and within a 
ew hours it was revoked. This left the Canon 
City & San Juan Company in possession, sustaired 
by voth the local and tue District Court, while, on 
the other hand. the tio Grande was restrained and 
eadly in contempt of Court, for the injunction was 
paid no more heed to than to so much while paper. 
Monday last the Rio Grande carried its tase before 
the United States Court at Denver, asking there 
for an order restraining the other Company. Tues- 
day, Judge Hallett, of that Court, decided that he 
would have nothing to do with the matter, and re- 
manded it back to the Court at Canon City. 
Wednesday, the Rio Grande attorneys appealed 
again to the District Coyrt at Pueblo, this time for 
an order dissolving the injunction against them. 
Thursday, the Juuge of the District Court decided 
that he would entertain no application whatever 
from the Denver & Rio Grande Company 
until it had purged itself from contempt 
of Court in willfully and persistently 
disobeying the writ of injunction. To undergo 
the purging wilicostthe Rio Grande a nice little 
pile of money in the wayof fines, as writs were 
issued for all the officers of the Company engaged 
in the Canon and many of the men. The Treasurer 
of the Company is under bonds for contempt, and 
also under indictment for his doings in connection 
with the business of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. There are other indictments founda, and 
any uumber of arrests ordered, and the proceed- 
inge in the courts for some time ia the future 
promise to be quite interesting. 

Meanwhile, the canon is occupied by the forces 
of both Companies, the Canon city & San Juan at 
work, and the Rio Grande idling away the time. 
cursing the others for working for $2 per day and 
board, when they could get $2.50 per day and 
board for doing nothing. The situation is a strik- 
ing one. The towering heignte of the canon 
guarded by armed men, the hundreds of 
men throwing up dirt, blasting rocks. 
and oridging the narrow river that goes 
rushing by white with foam; hundreds of other 
men gathered in knots lying prone upon the rocky 
ledges or idly casting stones intothe stream. Con- 
Sianlly passing are the men who ‘*pack grub” to 
the different f#ftation’, and one watches them in 
horror as toey scale Ci heights with the appar- 
ent ease of mountain sheep. When completed 
through the canon the road wiel pass between walls 
the height Of waich cannot dat appal the stoutest 
hearte. At the Royal Gorge the width is forty feet. 
and to the west of the walls is upwards of two 
tu@usand feet, absoiutely perpendicular. The 
canon proper is some forty miies in length, and 
while very rugged is sublime in the majesty of its 
proportions. Beyond the canon the Valley of the 
Arkansas to Leadville, the objective point of the 
road, is broad and open, offering no more difficu)- 
ties in the way of railroad construction than the 
prairies of lilinois.

His Late Disappearance—A Letter Explain- 
ing His Intentions. 
Special Dispaich to The Tribune. 
MILWAUKEE, May 6.—The people of the city 
were greatly shocked Sunday morning to learn 


that John M. Binckley had probably committed 


suicide. He had lived here only about a year; 
but, having long been a resident of Washington 
City, and taking an active part in politics, he 
was well known by sight to almost every 


citizen of Milwaukee. He was for a short 
time editor of the News, and was al- 
ways a prominent actor in the Greenback 
movement. Before he came here he was a 
writer of leading editorials on the Nationa 
inte ligencer, and during the Administration of 
Andrew Johnson was Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Bad luck seemed to follow him, and alter 
he left the News he attempted the practice of 
law, but without success. About a year ago he 
had some trouble with bis wife in Chicago, and 
seut a friend of hers a challenge to mortal com- 
bat. His wife returned to her friends in Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and be came again to this city. On 
Saturday night he called at two drug-stores and 
procured alarge quantity of laudanum, which 
he took, but the overdose produced vomiting 
instead of the death that he coyeted. Yester- 
day his coat and cane were found upon the lake 
shore with a note that he intended to drown 
himself, as he no doubt hasdone. The follow- 
ing letter addressed to a friend indicates the 
frame of mind that he was in at the time, and 
also something of his intellectual calibre: 

If their father had been exceptionally indomitable 
under trial, the recognized fact would be a great 
encouragementko my little boys; therefore, if my 
end shall seem to obscure it, but not in any event 
otherwise, then disclose this statement, viz.: 

Longevity I inherit. and, through traditions ex- 
ceptionally remote on both sides, no disease, men- 
talor bodily, I am but just matured, without 
bankruptcy, without a gray hair, an unstrung 
nerve, a disease, a bad habit, a corrupt scent, ora 
stain on my poor name. I am not broken down as 
might be guessed at a distance. My business con- 
dition, of late years so often desperate, is now 
tolerable, and my ulterior prospects good. My 
— are working well. I never in my life saw an 

our of tottering reason, faltering will, or, until 
now, eclipsed hope. My lot denied me cheerful- 
ness, but could not canker me. Let, with compe- 
tency and persistency distinctly reinforced by trial 
oon experience, | am about to lay down my ashes,

Il cannot tell. Not because I do not know, but 
language does not grow for that kind of truth 
which is stranger than fiction, and let no person 
inquire farther who would not rifle a frank man's 

rave. There is sterner tragedy than ever bied. 

‘here is deeper verity than everspoke. I looked 
up at noon and the sun fell from the sky. I have 
since not been rash. I am slain by the in- 
vincibility of deceit. My motives are quite extinct. 
For months past I have been but trying to prevent 
the collapse of a suddenly raptured balloon. Ido 
not kill but bury myself. I am a mill whose stream 
has been diverted,—a clock whose weights have 
been taken out, At best I am sentenced for life to 
the basement of my constitution, or else to the in- 
accessible attic. Neither befits my little boys 
whose mansion Iam. For their good—exclusively, 
solely for their good—I go. 174 belonged to my- 
self, I would have powerful motives to live. 

If my passions were in control, no doubt my love 
of life would hold its own with the rest. Iam not 
now suffering much. I am simply rational: I judge 
that I ought to disappear, though only God knows 
that | am as latent as an egg. y intellectual life 
has always appeared to others incoherent. To me, 
it always seemed to have an integrity of stages, 
tending toward a useful, syenenettien! outcome:

Observing the Transit of the 
Pianet Across the Sun. 


Unsatisfactory Weather in Chicago In- 
terferes with the Astronomers. 


Result of Observations at Other Points 
in the United States. 


IN CHICAGO. 
INTERVENING CLOUDS. 

The transit of Mercury, as observed In Chicago, 
was not as much ofa success as was looked for. 
The astronomers were ready, but the skies were 
not propitious. The weather was cloudy during 
the whole of the day, and rain fell a portion of the 
time, although the quantity of water which 
descended in the vicinity of the observatory was 
small. Prof. G. W. Hough, formerly Director of 
the Dudley Observatory at Albany, N. Y., but 
now 2@ resident of Riverside, was invited by Prof. 
Elias Colbert, Superintendent of Dearborn Ob- 
servatory, to join in the work, and witnessed the 
first contact. The other measures were made by 
both of the gentlemen. ‘The times were 
recorded-on the chronograph, but an independent 
check was kept at the chronometer by Mr. 
G. P. Barton, the assistant at the observatory, 
this being done chiefly for the purpose of 
providing againstany possible breaking down of 
the chronograph, the movement of which had 
been largely extemporized for the occasiou. It 
worked, however, better than was expected. 

THE CHRONOGRAPS, 

by the way, is one of the great modern inventions, 
since it enables the astronomer to determine his 
time to the one-hundredth part of a second. The 
old practice was for the observer to carefully take 
the time with his eye from a chronometer at his 
side, and then, turning his head, apply his eye to 
the telescope, keeping count in his mind of the. 


time spent in transferring his eye from one to the 
other. Though the practiced astronomer could do 


this with almost invariable accuracy, even the 


most practiced observer, when having his mind 
very much interested in the observation, is liable 
to slight error. The chronograph, which is con- 


nected by electricity with the chronometer of the Ne 


University, marks off on papera space indicating 
each second of time. he person making the 
astronomical observation holds in his hand an 
electrical connection with tne chronograph, by 
means of which he can also make a mark on the 
paper at any desired time. Thus, when the planet 
appears upon the edge of the sun, the observer is 
enabled to record it upon the chronogtaph. Then 
by the simple application of a rule- measure tothe 
mark on the chronograph. it can be ascertained at 
just what fraction of a second the planet makes 
its appearance. 

It was the intention to observe the contacts. 
that is. the times when the planet passes On to the 
sun and from tae sun, —and also o make measures 
of the planet’s position on the sojardiek during the 
seven and a half bours that the transit lasted. The 
programme was only partially carried out, for 
which the weather alone is responsible. The least 
sign of a sun was barely visible at the time of the 
first contact, but the planet was seen slowly creep- 
ing on to the edge of the sun at the exact point 
predicted, the corrected time being twenty-two 
minutes and fifty-five seconds past 9 o'clock in the 
morning, Chicago mean time. At that particular 
time, the dark notch on the edge of the sun 
was about equal to that due to one-sixth 
of the circumference of the planet. That phase 
was ont visible by resort to the somewhat nove!) 
expedient of removing the shade of the colored 
glasses from the eye-end of the telescope, the sun 
being too much clouded to permit the pheaomenon 
to be observed in the usual way. 3 

At 25 minutes and 19. 4 seconds after 9 o'clock. 

THE SECOND CONTACT 
was observed very closely, the line of light then 


breaking m from the solar edge all around the 


planet. A very few minutes after this, the sky 
clouded over so that the sun could not be seen at 
all, and at a quarter past 10 it commenced to rain. 
so that it became necessary to close the 
shutters of the Observatory. At ten min- 
utes to 12 it again began to rain, 
and the sky continued ciondy until about twelve 
minutes past 1 o'clock. when the clouds cleared 
away suflicientiy to permit a few measures to be 
taken. The micrometer was applied to the planet, 
and a series of four sets and two partial sets of 
measures gave a very close average of 11. 95 
seconds of arc as the polar diameter of the planet: 
that is, the measure on a north ard south line. 
Tne attempt to measure in a direction perpendica- 
lar with this was not so successful, the image being 
very unsteady, as a strong wind was blowing at 
the time. But, so far as coula be perceived, there 
is no appreciabie difference between the two polar 
and equatorial diameters of the planet, although 
a compression of. one part in 150. has 
been claimed by an observer of a former genera- 
tion, who has often beep quoted as an authority on 
the subject. The clouds again came ever the sun, 
but afterwards cleared away sufficientiy, at about 
a quarter to 3 o'clock, to permit the pos:tion of the 
planet in right ascension to be observed by putting 
the instrument in a fixed position and noting on 
the chronograph the instant when the edges of the 
sun and the planet passed in review before the 
wires of the telescope. The records of these times 
of passage made on the chronograph sheets of ba- 
per were not measared, inasmuch as that process 
involves considerable labor, and the value 
of the sheets depends largely upon the 
state of the weather at other observatories. 
It the times of contact have been noted at other 
places, these chronograph records will be of com- 
paratively little use, while, if the weather has 
been bad allover the continent, the sheets may 
prove to be of considerable service. 

The sky again clouded over, and, as the time 
drew near for observing 

THE BGRESS OF THE PLANET, 

it was again difficult to see the sun, much less the 
planet. The telescope was pointed towards the 
spot, and kept moving as the planet moved, with 
the eye constantly at the instrument ready to catch 
the firat glimpse of the light. A very 
faint view of the planet was caught 
at fifty-two minutes and thirty-one  #ec- 
onds past 4 o'clock. at which instant the edges of 
the sun and the pvianet were in close proximity. 
But what is technicaily known as the third contact 
had provably.not quite taken place. The passace 
of the planet away from the sun could not be ob- 
served, owing to the fast-gathering clouds, 

The value of tbe observations made yesterday 
will of course largely depend upon the compari- 
sons obtainable between different points. So far, 
however, as can be inferred from the observations 
made at Dearborn, the transit occurred several 
seconds. earlier than the most probable time, 
and the path of the planet would seem 
to have cut off a rather emaller segment from the 
sun's disk than was calculated. That 18 to say, 
the declination of the planet, as referred to the 
sun. would seem to have been a little greater than 
that given by the tables from which the motions of 
Mercury are calculated. 

The chronometer at the observatory was found, 
by comparison with Washington time, to be but 
one second and a very smal! fraction too fast. The 
corrected time was, of course, easily ascertained. 
and is that applied to the measures given.

Wasuninetonr, D. C., May 6.—The Professors at 
the National Observatory give the following sum- 
mary as the result of observations of | the transit of 
Mercury. The transit was also observed at the 
Nautical Almanac Office by special assistants, who 
were provided with telescopes. From these ob- 
eervations it was found that the planet came on 
twenty seconds ahead of the time predicted 
by the tables of Le Verrier, and more than 
a minute ahead of the American table. These 
observations entirely coafirm the increased motion 
of the perhilion found by Le Verrier, and indeed 
made the motion still greater than he computed it. 
The observations were these: Internal contact at 
ingress from Le Verrier table, 10 hours 4 minutes 
53 seconds; observation, 10 hours 4 minutes 38 
seconds: internal contact at egress from tables. 5 
hours 34 minutes 17 seconds; observation, 5 hours 
33 minutes 51 seconds. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasurncton, D. C., May 6.—The transit of 
Mercury, in addition to being observed at the Naval 
Observatory, was aiso observed by Prof. New- 
comb and several of his assistants. who were pro- 
vided with telescopes, at the Nautical Almanac 
Office. The observations fully confirmed the 
various results for the motion of the perhilion of 
Mercury. According to the observations of Prof. 
Newcomb and assistants, the second internal con- 
tact of Mercury with the western edge of 
the sun occurred at thirty-three minutes 
50 seconds past 5 o'clock this afternoon, and the 
external contact 2 minutes and 50 seconds later. 
The planet through the telescope appeared not 
larger than a silver five-cent piece. The gentie- 
men engaged in the work say there could not have 
been a better day for the observation, Prof East- 
man was at the old telescope at the National Ob- 
servatory and Prof. Hall superintended the taking 
of photogarphs of the passing planet. These pho- 
tographe were produced by means of & horizontal 
2 and reflector.

A General Denial of the Truth of 
the Allegations. 


A petition was filed in the Clerk's office of the 
Circuit Court Saturday, which will be read before 
Judge Williams at 10 o'clock this morning, unless, 
as the attorney for the prosecution naively re- 
marked, something happens to prevent.”

CASUALTIES. 


A DEADLY HALF-AND-HALF., 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Yorx, May 6.—Three women drank 
chloroform and ale at the Lunatic asylum on 
Blackwell’s Island on Saturday, and the result 
shows that the mixture is not a wholesome 
drink. Twoofthe women are dead, and the 
thira is still dangerously ill. Anne Hannahan, 
60 years old, and one of the wildest lunatics in 
the Asylum, after completing her daily task of 
scrubbing the lower hall, stepped into the drug- 
shop for her ration of ale. As the clerk turned 
to get a bottle, Anne seized a sixteen-ounce 
bottle of chloroform from the shelf and hid it in 
her dress. She received her ale and went up- 
stairs, when she met Mary Jane Bracken, also 
60 vears old, and invited ber to come and have 
a drink, as she had “something that was good“ 
to mix with it. They mixed the ale and chloro 
furm in a tin can,and each of the wretched 
women drank of the mixture. The chloroform 
must have burned their throats dreadfully, but 
it did not deter them from offering some of the 
mixture toathird unfortunate. Julia Hogan, 
a woman of 40, was treated to a drink. 
All agreed that the drinks were not 
good, and Anne Hannahan immediately took 
the bottle down-stairs to the drug-elerk. Here, 
Mr. Hogan,“ she said. vou gave me a bottle 
of poison. I don’t like it; it’s bad.” Sue de- 
clared that she had not taken any of it. The 
woman Hogan at once became drowsy, and went 
to bed. The other two were found staggering 
in the halls, and were put Jo bed and medical 
service summoned. Hogan died twenty-one 
hours after taking the poison, and Bracken died 
early this morning. Hannahan, the promoter of 
all the mischief, isimproving. Foralong time she 
denied stealing the bottle, but finally admitted 
that she took it when the clerk’s head was 
turned, and invited the other Women to try it 
with ber. The accident will lead to the exclu- 
sion of all but absolutely save persons from the 
asylum drug-sbop.

Resolved, That the loss to the business interests 
of our city will be of short duration, and we have 
reason to congratulate ourselves upon the wel}l- 
grounded assurances that the mills will oe rebuilt 
as speedil as labor can do it, and in a character as 
to sive and efficiency surpassing even those which 
have§ just been aunihilateg. 

Resolved, Tuat we cannot too highly commend 
the pluck of our miliers, whom ho Catastrophe 
scems to daunt, no disaster appal; but who, with 
the same brave energy that has secured to them- 
selves the world asa market, are already com- 
mencing the construction of new mills amid the 
still smoking ashes of the old. 


DROWNED.

Prrrsnund. Pa., May 6.—About 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, Mrs. Hoffstriker, Mrs. Kreider, Mrs. 
Miller, and wo children gat into a skiff to cross 
the Allegheny River just above the Water- 
Works. When about half way over, the two 
first-named women, who were rowing, became 
alarmed at the approach of a raft, and, attempt- 
ing to change the course of the skiff. it was 
upset, and all of the occupants were thrown 
into the stream. Mre. Hollstriker and Mrs. 
Kreider sank at once,” and were seen 
no more. Mrs. Miller aud the two 
children were saved by one of the 
raftsmen, woo swam to their assistance.

New York, May 6.—At the sixty-second an- 
niversary of the American Bible Society the an- 
nual report was read, showing that copies of 
the Bible manufactured at the Bible house 
numbered 654,893; printed abroad, 233,908; pur- 
chased abroad, 17,978; total, 906.779. Copies 
issued at home, 663,900; abroad, 198,598; total, 
Pepe oe — pe: blind were also issued 
O the number of 521, making an regate of 
11,236 volumes in thirty-sis yeara The issues 
of the Society for sixty-two vears amount to 
34,864,315 copies. The casb receipts for the year 
were $446,954. This amount is less than that of 
last year by $96,625. The fact was mentioned 
that a firm of native publishers in Japan bas ex- 
pressed a desire to participate in the publica- 
tion of the Scriptures for their own countrymen. 
They will soon issue a pocket edition of the 
New Testament in Japanese.

THE FLOUR-DEALERS. 
GRADES, INSPECTION, ETC. 

An adjourned meeting of the flour-dealers of the 
Board of Trade was beid yesterday afternoon at 
4-30 o'clock in the room of the Arbitration Com- 
mittee of the Board, forthe purpose of cousider- 
ing the report submitted by a special committee at 
the last meeting on the subject of grades, imspec- 
tion, branding, etc. etc. : 

Mr. W. H. Low was called to the chair. 

On motion of Mr. J. P. Rumsey, tne meeting 
proceeedca to take up the report section by sec- 


tion. 

A motion by Mr. Crocker to adopt only by a two- 
thirds vote was lost. 

The first section of the report recommended the 
adoption of four grades, viz.: Fine, superiue, 
exira, and doubie extra. 

Mr. Crocker moved to amend tlie first recommen- 
dation so as to adopt but two grades, superine 
and exira. ö 

Some discussian ensued, the Committee insisting 
on the propriety of a rigid inspection in accord- 
ance with the vrades recommended. and Mr. 

Crocker and others objecting that the adoption of 
the four grades and the compalsory oranding would 
retiect ou certain qualities of Hour. it alsoappeured 
from the Committee's contribution to tne discus- 
sion tant the millers; so far as heard from, were in 
favor of the four grades. As one of the Committee 
expressed it, their testimony was that, if the 
grades were adupted, they would Know what 
hey were working up to. According to the 
Committee, the trade also were in favor of the new 
ecaciuie. 

Duriug the discussion, the Chairman vacated the 
chair to say that he regarded the matter as luprac- 
ticable. Very littie double extra, he said, would 
ever Und its way to Chicago, and if it did, it would 
ouly be bought by foreign speculators. As to the 
matter of compuBory inspection and com- 
pulsory branding, that was clearly out of 
the question, since nobouy had a right 
to demand that - another man should have his flour 
inspected. Compulsory inspection, with an elab- 
orate system of fives and penalties, had been tried 
iu «bicago and failed, and be wasn't in favor of a 
repetition. In New York, which appeared to be 
Mr. Low's model State, they knew no such thing 
as double extra, and he didut see why Chicago 
deaicrs should. 

Mr. Crocker’s amendment was finally lost, and 
the section adopted as reported. 

The second recommendation was adovted with 
little ado. ‘The taird was amended eo as to re- 
quire iuspectors to brand all flour, ‘* inspecting 
superfine and extra,’ according to its inspection 
by grade. ‘the fitth and sixth were adopted as 
recommended, and, at 5 o'clock, the meeting ad- 
journed to take the subject uu again tals after- 
noon at3 o'clock and go through tne remaining 
recommendatidns of the Committee. The follow- 
ing is the portion of the report adopted yesterday: 

Firsi—The adoption of (wo grades of super flour and 
two grades of extra flour, to be designated respectively 
fine, superdne, extra. and double extra. 

Second—That the Board ef Trade Flour luspector be 
instructed to Inspect double extra Oy grade or sample, 
as desired by cither seller or buver; extra to be in- 
specied by grade only: superfine to be inspected by 
grade only; fine to be inspected by grade or sample, as 
desired vy either seller or buyer. 

Ie That the luspectors be required to brand ail 
four, 1.epectiag saperflae and extra, according to its 
luspectiva by uwiade.

THE METHODISTS. 

At the Methodist ministers’ meeting yesterday, 
the Rev. Arthur Edwards read a paper on Sacred 
Music, in which he expressed himself strongly on 
the necessity of using the authorized collection of 
bymns, 1.

The Rev. Mr. Spencer, assistant pastor of the 
First Church, spoke of the large number of new 
church-songs which had come into life of late 
years, but which were not included in the regular 
Hymnal, and claimed that they were of great value 
m revival work, and should be used. He referred 
to the early history of the Church, when Wesley 
took the tunes sung by drunken sailors and set them 
to sacred words. Ile cousidered that the hearts of 
the ungodly could be best reached throuch the me- 
dium a those simple and affecting ditties which 
everybody could sing and understand. 

The Rev. Mr. Hatieid was of a decidedly con- 
trary opinion. He thought that the Methodist 
Conference had a perfect right tosay what doctrine 
should be preached in Methodist paipite, aud waat 
character of songs should be sung by the congre- 
gation. 

The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst said that no man or 
set of men could dictate to him what he should sing 
or what he should not sing. lie had used other 
books than tue authorized collection, and he pro- 
posed to continue doing so. 

Dr. Mitchcock, of the Book Concern, intimated 
that, if any preacher objected to obeying,the in- 
structions of the Conference, it was his privilege to 
ow down and out. 

his made Mr. Parkhurst anery. He refused

Toey engaged 
in conversation with the cierk, a young lady 
named Emma Carson, and one of them, in 
order to show the goods, poured something into a 
common atomizer, such as are sold cheap ia drug 
stores, and projected several Whitls close to the 
young lady’s nose. Miss Moran happened in at 
this moment, and they attempted tu give her a dose 
of the same, but she treated them so discuurtevuus- 
ly that they left. Miss Carson at once cothplained 
of drowsiness, and said she was sure it was 
chloroform they had given her instead of per- 
ny and she was sick in consequence nearly 
all day. 

Tuere is reason to believe that these persons 
were the identical persons who committed the 
burglary on Campbell avenue, and all persons 
should be on their guard against any such scheme.

Gov. BISHOP 


His Testimony Before the Iavestigating 
Committee Inquiring into the Kxpendi- 
ture of Cincinnati Southera Money. 

Specicl! Dispatch to The Tribune 

CINCINNAT!, O., May 6.—The Legislative In- 
vestigating Committee looking after the man- 
agement of the Cincinnati Southern Railroad 
put Gov. Bishop in a close corner to-day. The 
Governor is one of the Trustces, and, with his 
co-workers, has spent $16,000,000 of the city’s 
money on the road which they agreed to build 
tor $10,000,000, and are now asking for more. 
It having deen charged that the Ohio and 
Kentucky Legislatures were bribed, the 
Committee has been at work investigating. Tue 
work of to-day was an examination regarding 
the charge that Gov. Bishop carried $18,000 to 
Frankfort to bribe the Legisiature to get the 
charter through. As to how be met this, I can- 
not do better than to give you an extract from 
his testimony, to be published in to-morrow’s 
Enquirer: 

Q.—Did you take any money to Frankfort to 
influence the Legislature? A.—I never took 
auy Trustees’ money. I don’t remember whether 
I took avy other. 

().—Didn’t you call on a gentleman in Frank- 
fort and give him aroll of bills, and tell him 
you wanted the bill rushed through, and that it 
was a bad piece of business, and you wanted to 
get rid of it¢ Then he asked you if you thought 
he was a fool, and you called next day and said 
it was too late. 

At this the Governor flushed violently, and 
appeared considerably agitated. Ile, however, 
reviied: No such thing ever occurred. I nev- 
er used any of the Trustees’ money for duy 
such purpose, and don’t remember of paying 
uny money ip any way. 

().—Do you kuo about sucha fund? A.—If 

hat was sent, it was raised by citizens, and 

without my having any idea they were to be 
reimbursed. I understood there was a fund of 

that kind raised. It was never used to secure a 

charter. Ithink it Was returned to the sub- 

scribers. 

A. —llow much was it? 
Goliars. I presume it was more. 
it was $13,000. 

2. — Do you know whether it was so much? 
A. -I have tola you I didn’t remember. 1 don’t 
know how much it was. 

. - Wuat do.you think it was for? A.—You 
will have to ask those who raised it. I suppose 
it was for what you call lobbying. 

2. — Are vou positive you were not the bearer 
of such tund to Frankfort? A.—No, sir, I am 
not, but know that, if 1 did, it was not the 
Trustees’ money. 

A.- Are vou so firmin that conviction that 
you will say vou did not carry this sum to 
Frankfort to be used as iutimated by the ques- 
tions iu getting the bill through the Legisla- 
ture? A.—I only say I don’t remember. I have 
said that, and you needn’t ask me over again, 
for that is all 1 will say. 

Q. Do you know who did take that money 
there? A.—I don’t know. I believe there was 
a sum raised, but don’t believe it was ever 
spent. 

..—How do you know it, if you had nothing 
to do with it¢# A.—I think I heard it spoken 
of.
